THE   MAP 


Previous  to  writino;  anythin'i"  reo-ardinof  the  lii^itorv  of 
the  earidoui  of  xVtholl,  it  becomes  an  indispensable  pre- 
Hminarv.  to  point  out  and  show  the  boundaries  of  it. 
For  this  pi.irpose,  and  also  to  show  the  possessions  held 
in  the  earldom  bv  the  family  of  De  Atholia,  and  their 
descendants,  the  Rohertsons,  proofs  will  now  be  given. 
It  is  a  very  remarkable  circumstance,  that  the  territorial 
extent  of  this  ancient  earldom  has,  from  such  a  very 
remote  period,  remained  very  nearly  the  same  as  when 
first  erected  bv  Kinii;  Eduar,  before  HOG;  it  was  an 
earldom  prior  to  1114.  as  in  tliat  year  Madach,  Earl  of 
Atholl,  witnesses  the  foundation  charter  of  Scone.  Tlie 
earldom  occupies  the  entire  nortli  part  of  Perthshire — 
contains  nine  whole  parishes,  of  the  modern  divisions, 
and  half  of  another:  these  will  be  all  named  in  course 
of  the  different  }»roofs  to  be  given,  and  the  map  shows 
their  situations.    The  nortliern  boundarv  is  the  earldom 
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of    Mar,    county    of    Aberdeen,    and    the    lordship    of 
Badcnoch,  in  the  county  of  Inverness  ;  to  the  east,  the 
earldom  of  A  np,ris  ;  and  at  the  south-east,  that  district 
anciently  called  Gowerin,  now  Go^verie.     Dunkeid  was 
the  oTcat  southern  entrance  of  tlie  earldom,  and  there 
also  was  the  monastery  belonging  to  it.      To  tlie  south 
the   earldom    v^as    bounded   bv   Strathbran   and    Crlen- 
quaich  ;  on  the  west  an.d  north-west.  ]*v  the  lord>]ii|)  of 
Lochaber,  and  the  head  of  Glenorchv.     At  the  extreme 
south-west  corner  is  situated  the  district  and  lordship 
of  Disher  and  Toyer.^     It  is  that  part  which  lies  on  both 
sides  of  Loch  Tay,  and  is  bounded  to  the  Vv-est  by  Glcn- 
dochart,  and  south  l.>y  the  parish  of  Comrie.      This  dis- 
trict for  some  time  has  been  named  the  parish  of  Ken- 
more,   thougli  for   many    hundred  years  it   was   always 
called  Disher  and  Toyer,  and  as  such  is  still  known  to 
the  Highlanders  in  the  locality  ;  yet  no  notice  is  taken 
of  this  in  the  first  statistical  account  of  tlie  parish,  ob- 
tained by  Sir  John  Sinclair,  nor  in  the  more  recent  one 
so  well  drawn  up  by  the  present  incumbent,  Dr  Dufl\ 
The  boundaries  having  thus  been  all  stated,  it  must  be 
observed,  that  at  this  part  of  the  earldom — parish  of 
Kenmore,  properly  Disher  and  Toyer — alone,  has  there 
ever  arisen  any  encroachment  or  misappropriation  of  it, 
except  Glenh'on,  which  has  also  in  like  manner,  most 
erroneously,  been  attributed  as  part  of  another  district  : 
it  becomes  requisite  to  prove,  therefore,  that  they  are  iiot

StobiC;  who  published  his  map  of  Perthshire  in  the  year 
178-3,  appears  to  have  been  the  first  to  misciili  part  of 
the  earhloni  ••'Breadalbane."  What  inducement  lie  had 
to  do  so,  cann()t  no^,  of  course,  be  discovered.  In  his 
map  he  makes  more  than  a  thinl  of  tlie  north  side  of 
Loch  Tav — that  is,  Ijisher — to  lie  in  •*  Brcadaroane,"  bv 
placi:ig  the  last  three  letters  of  that  name  thereon; 
and  almost  every  map  since  published  has  fallen  into 
the  same  error  bv  fullov.ini:-  his  example.  But  this  ex- 
tension  of  Breadalbane  thus  far  into  the  earldom  does 
not  seera  to  liave  satisfied  or  been  judged  sufficient,  as 
in  the  collection  of  the  Societv  of  .Vntlquaries  of  Scot- 
land there  is  a  map  (which  can  there  be  seen)  that  bears 
the  followino:  title:  ''An  exact  Man  of  Bnacldbane  i7i 
Perdishlre.'"  Xo  author's  name  is  given  ;  but  it  is  stated 
to  have  been  eu"raved  bv  ''  (i.  Cameron."  From  this, 
and  other  external  evidence,  it  appears  to  have  been 
published  very  shortly  after  Stobie's  map  ;  the  arms  of  the 
Earl  of  Breadalbane  are  on  it,  whereby  may  be  under- 
stood at  whose  expense  it  v,as  compiled.  The  district  of 
Dislier  and  Toyer  is  })roperly  marked  on  both  sides  of 
Loch  Tay.  yet  it  is  made  to  lie  wdiollv  in  Breadalbane, 
Further,  the  coni[)iler  with  the  same  tint  comes  down  the 
river  Tay  nearlv  two  miles.  The  object  of  this  is  evident, 
namely,  to  inchu'e  the  house  of  Tavmoutli  (^ which  was 
formerly,  and  is  now,  by  the  lliirhlanders  always  called 
Balloch  or  Loclitown),  as  if  it  Uiv  in  Breadalbane,  and  not 
in  the  earldom  of  Atholi.  Gienlyon  also,  in  tlii.i  ''exact 
map,''  is  wlioHy  placed  as  forming-  part  of  Brcadaiba.ne  ; 
likewise    Drumacharry  ('now  eali.  d  <jiarth)  and  Comrie 


Castle.  To  dispose  of  tlie  before-mentioned  claims, 
and  to  show  tliat  Dislier  and  Tover,  or  Kenmore  rjarish, 
Tav mouth,  and  also  Glenlyon,  are  not  in  Breadalbane, 
but  within  the  earldom  of  Atholl,  will  bo  easy. 

The  evidence  of  old  maps  of  good  authority  clearly 
shows,  that  the  district  of  Ureadalbane  was  very  diii'crent 
formerly  from  what  now  is  made  to  form  its  proportions. 
In  the  Librarv  of  the  Vrriters  to  the  Sionet,  and  no  doubt 
in  manv  others,  tlierc  is  a  very  correct  atlas  by  Hexhatn, 
compiled  and  publislicd  so  tar  back  as  the  year  1G3G. 
In  two  maps  of  vScotland  in  it,  Breadalbane  only  reaches 
to  the  earldom  of  Atholl,  and  county  of  Perth  (not 
within  it),  at  the  head  of  Glenorchie:  in  the  accompany- 
ing map,  the  head  of  Glenorchie  is  marked,  and  will  be 
found  close  above  Benachastle,  v.liich  is  the  extreme 
south-west  point  of  the  earldom.  Hexham,  as  before 
said,  gives  two  maps  of  Scotland  :  one,  which  contains 
the  whole,  and  another,  wliich  divides  it  into  the  northern 
and  southern  divisions.  Both  these  wholly  exclude 
Breadalbane  from  every  part  of  the  earldom  of  Atholl, 
as  is  also  shown  in  the  author's  map. 

The  writer  will  prove  the  correctness  of  the  foregoing- 
statements  by  stronger  evidence.  Of  Disher  and  Toyer 
(that  is,  Kenmore  parish)  there  is  old  charter  testimony, 
that  it  is  not  in  Breadrihane.  In  the  early  part  of  King 
David  the  Second's  reign,  Duncan  Karl  of  Fife  was  the 
proprietor  thereof;  an.il  in  the  year  1-341  he  madii  a 
grant  of  a  small  part  of  it  to  the  ancestor  of  the  faauly 
of  Menzies  of  that  ilk,  namely,  of  the  lands  of  MorcbicJi 
and  Edramuckic,  in  Disher,  and  which  wdl  be  seen  on 
the  map  not  ct^luured.     '\'\\U   charter  was  confirmed  l-y 


the  Crown  In  1343.'  The  family  of  ^Menzies  had  got  a 
previous  grant  of  another  jxirt  of  this  hDrdshlp.  which 
will  be  noticed  hereafter.  The  Earl  of  Fife,  at  the  same 
period  as  above  named,  made  a  grant  of  the  icliole  re- 
maining lands  of  Didier  and  Toycr,  and  which  grant  is 
likelv  to  have  been  also  conhrmed  by  King  David 
Second  at  the  same  period,  that  is,  1343:  and  it  will  be 
found  named  among  the  Crov;n  confirmation  charters  of 
that  monarch's  reign,  in  liobertson's  Index,  page  b'2. 
No.  47.  It  is  therein  proved,  that  the  district  of  Disher 
and  Toyer  did  not  lie  in  Breadalbane  :  as  tlie  charter 
states,  it  is  •-  in  the  harovi/  of  Strathunle."  Having  had 
reason  to  be  acijuainted  with  this  charter,  aucl  as  the 
baronv  of  Strathnrd  is  within  five  or  six  miles  of  Perth, 
it  was  not  easv  to  understand  the  cause  of  this,  or  assign 
a  reason  fur  it  ;  but  very  lately,  In  the  Advocate's 
Librarv,  the  writer,  among  the  original  charters  there, 
met  with  one  bv  this  same  Duncan  Earl  of  Fife,  which 
fullv  accounts  for  Disher  and  Toyer  being  stated  in 
King  David's  charter  to  be  '•  in  the  harowj  of  Sirathurde.'" 
It  is  herewith  given  at  length,  and  though  very  full  of 
contractions,  Is  printed  without  any  ;  Indeed,  the  utilitij 
of  printing  the  contractions,  the  writer  believes,  cannot 
be  proved  bv  anv  one.  As  the  charter  Is  somc\\hat 
curious,  its  purport  is  likewise  given  : —

sent' ch.irter  have  contirnied,  to  Sir  lujhert  Lawedre, 
knioht,  for  his  hoinaue  and  service,  all  our  land  of  JJal- 
macoijcJielij,  and  all  our  land  of  Lvrililbriti',  that,  nauiely, 
which  Lord  Robert,  the  iiector  of  tlie  C  liurch  there, 
lield  from  us  in  farm,  together  with  all  our  land  of  L'pper

— Performing  thence  to  us 
and  to  our  heirs,  the  said  Sir  Kobert,  his  l.ieirs  and  ns- 
siofnces,  three  suits  of  court  yoarlv,  at  the  three  Cnintal 
Pleas,  of  our  court  of  SiRATnuno,  together  with  the 
extrinsic  Scotch  service  to  our  Lord  the  King  of  Scotland, 
from  the  said  land,  yearly,  duly,  and  customarily. — And 
renderino-  thence  to  us  and  to  our  heirs  one  pair  o\'  Liilt 
spurs,  at  tlie  feast  of  Christmas  vcarlv,  if  demanded,  I'or 
all  other  secular  exaction,  service,  or  demand,  wliich  n;av 
be  claimed  by  us  and  our  heirs. — Moreover,  we,  Duncan 
and  our  heirs  aforesaid,  shall  warrant,  secure,  and  defend 
for  ever,  the  wdiole  land  aforesaid,  with  all  that  pertains 
or  may  pertain  to  it,  to  the  said  Sir  Eobert,  his  heirs  and 
assi<rnees,  au'ainst  all  men  and  women. 

In  testimony  whereof,  our  seal  is  appended  to  this 
our  |»resent  charter,  before  these  witner^ses,  the  Kevt-rtMul 
Fathers  in  Christ,  Lords  John  of  ]Moray,  Rou'er  of  Itoss, 
and  Adam  of  Brechin,  Bi-hoj.s  by  the  grace  of  ih>d  ;  Sir 
Alexander  de  Setoun,  William  do  Abrenethy,  and  Re- 
ginald le  Cliien,  Knights  ;  Alexander  de  Mi-igniers, 
Patrick  le  Graunt,  and  many  others. 
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This  charter  is  Xo.  57,  ]>ook  of  Oriaimd  Charters,  in 
the  xVdvocate's  Tiibrarv,  bv  >Sir  James  Balfour,  Xo. 
1-)__1_18. 

This  original  eviclcnce.  therefore,  fullv  explains  the 
notice  given  bv  the  cliarter  in  Robertson's  Index,  and  is 
a  very  strong  corroboration  of  the  trustworthiness  of  that 
Index  ;  and  thongh,  perhaps,  it  has  often  been  slight- 
inglv  spoken  of  bv  some  antiquarians,  whoso  precon- 
ceived theories  it  proved  erroneous,  vet  the  writer  has 
recently  found  so  manv  confirmations  of  its  correctness, 
that  lie  o'ladlv  bears  testimonv  in  its  favour,  that  it  is 
a  good  aiithoritv.  It  would  appear  from  this  charter 
of  the  Earl  of  Fife,  that  lie  had  got  liis  estate  of  Disher 
and  Tover  united  to  his  Perthshire  baronv  of  Sfrat/iurd, 
The  spelling  of  the  names,  in  this  case,  has  been  retained ; 
but  any  one  familiar  with  Strathurd  will  easilv  recoo-nise 
Logkbr'ide — whc  re  there  is  still  the  remains  of  a  cliurch 
and  burial-oTound  :  also  BlAnk,  instead  of  Blabolo-.  The 
date  of  tlie  charter  to  iSir  Kobert  Lawder  is  not  later 
than  13-3S,  one  of  the  witnesses  to  it  being  then  dead. 
It  is  important  here  to  state,  that,  although  Disher  and 
Toyer  had  been  joined  to  the  baronv  of  Strathurd,  it 
still  remained  in  the  earldom  of  Atlioll ;  and  this  is  de- 
monstrated bv  a  Crown  charter  at  a  period  consider- 
ably after.  King  James  the  Second  orant^d,  in  the 
year  l-t-jl,  to  tlie  ancestor  of  tlie  TJobertsons  ofvStrowan. 
a  cliarter  for  all  his  extensive  lands.  In  it  are  named 
the  lands  of  Fearna,  or  Fearnan,  which  are  called  in  the 
Black  Book  of  Taymouth,  '•  tin'  h  irony  of  Fecnuaij,"'^  and 
are  situated  in  Disher,  at  the   noi  th-east  end  of  it ;  and

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the  aforesaid  cliarter  (1451)  declares,  tliat  these,  and  all 
the  other  lands  therein  named,  are  ''  jacentes  ix  Comi- 

TATU  NOSTRO  DE  AtHOLTA," that  is.     "'ALL    LYrNG    IN  OUR 

EARLDOM  OF  Atiioll."'  This  important  charter  vrill  he 
attain  referred  to,  and  is  to  be  found  in  the  Eegister  of 
the  Great  Seal,  Book  lY.,  Xo.  '22~  ;  and  can  at  any  time 
be  seen  there,  also  all  other  charters  heroin  quoted  from 
it,  on  application  to  the  proper  authority,  at  tlie  lvc;iister 
House,  Edinburgh — Joseph  Eobertson,  Esq.,  who  is 
alwavs  verv  civil  in  altbrdin<:!:  facility  to  inspect  the  public 
records.  In  addition  to  what  has  been  already  given  as 
proofs  of  the  correctness  of  the  ]Map,  by  excluding 
Breadalbane  from  Dishcr  and  Toyer,  one  more,  pointing 
out  the  extreme  western  boundary,  and  a  conclusive 
evidence  that  Disher  and  Tover — now  called  Kenmore 
parish — is  within  the  earldom,  will  be  furnished.  It  is

To  all  wlio  shall  see  or  liear  this  Charter,  David  de 
Strathbocrie,   Earl  of  Atlioll  and  Constable  of  ScotlaiVvl, 
Salvation  in  the  Lord. — Know,  we  have  oiven,  granted, 
and  by  this  our   jnvscnt  charter  have  confirmed,  to  our 
dear   and   faithful   confedei-ate.    Si/'  Robert  de  Meij<jne-<, 
Knight,    son    of   Sir   Alexander    de    Mcvgnes.    for   his 
homau'e   and  service,   the  whole   Tliuiiedom  of  Cranaciu 
WITHIN  OUR  EARLDOM  OF  Atiioll,   wIth  all  the  lands  of 
Cranadi,    xichmore,   Kyhknoc,   the   tiro  Rathruices,    and 
Achnethrosik,  along  with  all  their  pertinents, — rendering 
to  us  and  our  heirs  the  service  of  one  archer  in  the  army 
of  our   lord   the   King  of  Scotland,    and  three  suits  of 
Court  ycaiiy,  at  the  three  capital  pleas  at  Jlath,^  in  our 
earldom  of  Atholl.     In  testimony  v.hereof,   to   this  our 
present  chart (^r  we   have   placed   our  seal,   before  these 
witnesses, — liobert    the    Steward    of    Scotland ;    Lord 
John  Eandolph,   Earl  of  ]^b:ray  ;   Patrick   de  Dunbar, 
Earl  of  ^larch  ;  Andrew  de  Moravia,  Loi'd  of  Bothwell ; 
Patrick  de  Carnoco,   Kniiiht ;   Simon  de  Sawelton,  then 
our  Chamberlain  ;  llenerv  de  AVollor,  and  many  others. 

The  above  charter  is  contained  in  a  MS...  copied  from 
the  original  by  ^PFarlane  (the  best  Scotch  antiquarian)  ; 

'  XuNv  callt-J  i-ogiorair,   '.vliore  avm.s  thv  ':;i.-,iiL'  and  >..i>irt  of   thu  ancieut 
Earlri  01  Atholl. 
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and,  with  otiicrs,  is  in  liis  volume  of  '"  Diplomatuiu  Col- 
lectio,'"  ill  tlie  Advocates'  Liurarv,  No.  ?),"> — 2 — 4. 

This  charter  mentions  lands  entirclv  situated  within 
Dishcr  and  Tov^r.  The  thaneship  of  Cninac/i,  now 
called  Cranachcroioh,  or  (Jraieni'croirJt.  will  Ijo  found  on 
the  north  side  of  Loch  Tay  in  the  map,  and  not  tinted. 
The  letter  L  is  on  tlie  loeli,  directly  opposite  to  i'.  The 
o-rant  of  the  Earl  of  Fife,  namely  of  Etlramurkk  and 
Moniiich,  adjoins  directly  to  the  west.  Achmore  is  also 
\  named  in  the    Earl  of  Atholl's    charter  ;    it   is   at    the 

extreme  soutli-west  end  of  the  bonndarv  line,  thereby 
proving  that  tlie  map  correct!'/  shows  all  thc'^e  to  lie  in 
the  earldom  of  AthoU.  Balloch,  now  called  Tavmontb, 
it  will  be  apparent,  is  also  wiiliin  the  earldom.  Wester 
Balloch  joined  the  lands  of  Disher  and  Tover.  This  is 
proved  bv  the  ■'  IiKjuisifiones  Yahinim,"'  to  be  found  in 
the  second  volume  of  Ixetours.  where  Perthshire  is  give3> 
Under  the  date  1627,  and  Xo.  1-3,  there  is  an  inquest  as 
to  the  extent  and  value  of  the  lordship  of  Disher  and 
Toyer,  which  contains  the  following-  words  :  "  Terre  orien- 
talis  finis  sen  caucke  de  Eddargall,  jacentes  cpud  terras 
de  Balloch  ;"'  and,  after  reciting  various  other  lands,  are 
these  words  :  **  Omnes  jacentes  in  Dominio  de  Disheor  et 
Toyar,"  The  a])0ve  proves  that  the  Ijalloch  lands  on 
the  west  joined  Eddar^'atl  in  Disher  and  Tover.  There 
is  also  in  the  same  volume  an  inquest  as  to  what  lands 
belonci'ed  to  Camidiell  of  Glenurcliv.  See  "no,  0,  dated 
1601,  wdiere  the  very  same  words  occur.  And  again,  in 
a  retour  of  Sir  liobert  Campbell  of  (ih.uiurchv  to  his 
brother,  Xo.  494,  in  county  Eertli  Eetuiu-s,  dated  1040, 
we  learn,  that  the  lands  of  Wester,  JMidille,  and  Easter 
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^S'?i//A"5.  joined  the  East  Ballocli  lands  ;  indeed,  the  lands 
of  }Vesfe}'  Stiiiks  came  so  close  to  the  castle  of  Ballocli — 
within  some  few  hundred  yards, — that  it  appears  Sir 
Robert  Campbell  got  them  united  to  Incliaddin,  where 
was  the  principal  place  of  woj'ship  for  the  lord^^hip  of 
Disher.  This  junction  is  proved  bv  the  following  ex- 
tract from  Sir  jloberfs  retour  before  named  : — '•  40 
solidatis  terrarura  do  If  cdtcr  ^^bfaiks — advocatione  ecclesire 
de  Inchadden,  dictis  terris  dc  Wester  Stutk.s,  unita,  infra 
Dioccsin  de  Dunkclden."  This  last  shows  that  Wester 
Stu'iks,  which  had  been  previously  in  the  parish  of  ^Yeem, 
was  now  joined  to  Inchnddin  ;  which  last  place,  accord- 
ing to  the  map  eno-ravcd  bv  •'•'  G.  Cameron,"'  is  almost 
directly  opposite  Taymouth.  There  is  another  retour  of 
Sir  Robert  Canipbell,  as  heir  of  his  father,  Sir  Duncan, 
which  states  where  these  lands  of  Stuihs  (now  sometimes 
called  Stix)  are  situated.  Tlie  retour  is  Xo.  517  of 
Perthshire  lletours.  dated  2:2d  September  1G42  ;  and  the 
followiniT  words  are  in  it : — •'•  In  terris  de  Midd'dl  Stuikis, 
liunichiiiuk — Bordland — Drum  de  S'tuiks — Croftmoran 
ac  firmis  feuditirmariis,  terrarum  de  Garrif  in  Glen- 
quoyter,  cum  moiendino,  ac  tirmis  feuditirmariis,  dic- 
tarum  terrarum,  ct  moiendino,  omnibus  infra  Comita- 
TUM  DE  Atuoll;""  which  proves  that  the  lands  of  Stuiks, 
and  all  the  rest,  are  within  the  eauldom  of  Atuoll. 

Thereibre,  when  tlie  situation  of  these  lands  is  con- 
sidered, and  that  the  evidence  of  their  being-  in  the  earl- 
dom is  derived  from  deeds  of  the  ancestors  of  the  family 
of  Breadalbane,  dated  comit-iratively  so  late  as  1G42,  it 
cannot  be  said  correctly  that  Balloch,  now  Taymouth,  is 
in  Breadalbane ;  but   to   put   it    beyond   all  doubt,  one 
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more  proof  that  it  is  not,  -will  be  given.  In  tlie  Cham- 
berlain Accounts  it  appears,  that  in  the  year  1450, 
Robert,  son  of  Duncan  de  A  tholia,  was  baihc'  of  the  earl- 
dom of  Atholl ;  and  his  receipts  from  the  various  estates 
and  farms  v.ithin  the  earldom  are  mentioned  in  the  3d 
volume,  page  .300,  quarto  edition,  and  under  the  fol- 
lowing title: — '•'  14-30,  Coniputum  lloborti  Duncane  son 
ballivi  Comitatus  Atholue,  redditum  anud  Edvburtrh  in 
jNIonasterio  Sancte  Crucis,  octavo  die  ^Mensis  Julii  Anno, 
etc.  ;"  which  shows,  that  Eobert,  the  son  of  Duncan, 
gave  in  his  account  of  the  am.ount  received  .from  the 
bailery  of  the  earlJom  of  Aflioll  at  Edinburgh,  in  the 
Monastery  of  the  Holy  Cross  (Ilolvrood),  on  the  8th 
day  of  July,  the  year  14.30.  The  different  places  and 
properties  of  the  comitatus  are  then  stated,  with  the 
amounts  received  ;  and  when  Strath  Tav  is  named,  Bal- 
loch,  now  Taymouth,  is  mentioned  ;  and  though  the 
spelling  is  different  from  the  present,  it  cannot  be  re- 
jected for  that  reason,  else  the  whole  account  of  the 
earldom  here  given  might  be,  as  the  different  spellings 
are  even  s^reater  in  some  other  cases.  The  folio wino-  is 
extracted  from  this  account,  volinne  and  page  as  above 
named  of  the  Chamberlain  Rolls  : — '•  Et  de  4  lib.  de 
firniis  terrcp  de  Uchtertyre  et  de  5  lib.  de  iirmis  terne  de 
BALZELLOCII  et  de  5  lib.  6s.  8d.  de  flrmis  terne  de 
Balanchane  et  de  3  lib.  Gs.  8d.  de  firmis  terras  de  Pena- 
crenffr 

The  above  are  all  in  Strath  Tay,   and  clearly  are — 

^  The  writer  will  at  a  future  peri'xl  sliow  that  this  office  wa:5  held  i)ut 
only  by  persons  of  hi_di  rank,  but  even,  in  one  instnnee,  by  a  brother  of  the 
King.     There  w;ls  also  no  Earl  of  Athull  at  the  date  named  in  tlie  text. 
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Easterti/re,  Balloch  or  '1\vv.moutii,  Balkch'in  and  Pitna- 
crec:  a  reference  to  the  ma])  by  those  not  acquainted  with 
the  district  of  Atholl  will  show  they  lie  in  Strath  Tay.  It 
may  be  observed  as  to  the  spelling  of  Balloch,  that  the 
letter  z  there  gives  the  word  the  same  sound  as  if  a  // 
had  been  introduced.,  which  thus  makes  it  Ballyloch  in 
pronunciation,  from  which  alone  the  s.-ribes  of  the  day 
could  spell  it  :  but  if  this  spellin'j;  in  li-jO  is  thought  a 
reason  that  it  is  not  Balloch,  the  Black  Book  of  Tay- 
inouth,  at  page  \'2b,  furnishes,  more  than  100  years 
afterwards,  quite  as  different  a  spelling,  as  there  '•'  Vester 
Bellych''  is  oiven  for  '■  Wester  TinVoclt."' 

With  regard  to  Glenlvon,  it  has  been  claimed  as 
part  of  Breadalbane  ;  but  it  is  wholly  within  the  earldom. 
It  is  within  the  abthanedom  of  Dull,  the  lordship  of 
Kinclaven,  and  earldom  of  Atholl ;  the  proof  of  which  is, 
as  to  Dull,  from  the  Chamberlain  Rolls,  volume  ii.,  page 
71,  quarto  edition,  where  are  these  words  :  "  Et  de  5 
lib.  receptis  per  contributionem  terras  GUnhjimc  qua; 
est  infra  Abthaniam  Je  DnIJ.''' 

That  it  lies  in  the  lordship  of  Kinclaven,  a  few 
miles  from  Perth,  is  shown  by  the  inquest  of  value 
thereof,  in  the  second  volume  of  Retours  for  Perthshire, 
No.  12,  dated  1G27,  stating  -'tote  ei  inte<ire  tarre  <h  Glen- 
~  hjon,  cum  omniljus  suis  pertinentiis  quibuscunque  hcre- 
ditarie  Duncan  Cam[>bell  de  Glenlyon  spcctantes, — 
jacentes,  infra  dictmn  dominium  de  K'lndacen,  et  vice- 
comitatum  de  Perth." 

Which  extract  proves  tl.at  the  u-lioUi  of  Cknhjon  is 
no  part  of  Breadalbane  ;  the  following  charter  evidence 
proves  it  within  the  earldom  of  Atholl.      In  Robertson's 
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Index,  at  page  51,  and  No.  27,  a  charter  is  mentioned 
of  the  lands  of  Clenlvon,  and  thut  they  are  ''in  cornitatu 
Atholie'' — ''in  tJie  earldom  of  AthoII."  In  the  printed 
record  of  the  Great  Seal,  Glenlyon  is  mentioned  in  a 
charter,  Book  i.,  Xo.  141,  and  page  48,  where  King  David 
Second  ^-rants,  in  K]GS,  to  John  de  Lorn  '' totam  terrain 
nosti'inn  dc  Gleidion  hi  AthAl,'' — that  is,  our  icliole  land 
of  Glcuhjon  ill  AlIioU. 

These  proofs  also   wholly   exclude  the  idea,  that  in 

Glenlyon  could  there  be  any  part  of  the  forest  of  ]Mam- 

lorn,  as   is  claimed,  at  the  west  end  of  it  ;   and   which 

cannot  be,  unless  it  is  granted  at  the  same  time,  that  tlie 

forest  of  Mamlorn  is  icithiji  the  eaikbnn  of  AthoU.     The 

callino-  certain  tracts  of  waste  land  ••  a  forest,''  is  a  very 

great   error,   as  it  is  not  in   the  power  of  anv  private' 

person   to  erect  forests,  or  add  to  those  already  fjranted, 

without    an    express    charter    and    authority    from    the 

Crown,     Having  thus  proved  the  correctness  of  the  map, 

where  alone  the  boundaries  have  ever  been  miscalled,  it 

will  be  riixlit  to  notice  that  narticular  part  of  the  earldom 

next  Duukeld  (wiiich  was  the  entrance  to  it).  Ivini;  on 

the   south,   and   opposite  bank,  going  up  the  river  Tay, 

and  still  sometimes  called  the  Bishopric.      In  the  last 

statistical  account  of  the  parishes  of  Scotland,  and  in  the 

volume  for  Perthshire  (page  1000),  it  is  stated  that  these 

lands  were  given  to  the  Church  in  the  year  IIGO.      It 

was  probable  thev  were  given  directly  after  the  death  of 

Madach   Earl  o{  Atholl,  which  appears  to  have  been  in

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or  about  1150  ;  and  by  the  forfeiture  of  his  son  Ilarald, 
Earl  of  Orkncv/  the  lands  and  earldom  of  Atholl  came 
into  the  hands  of  the  Crown,  which  thereby  was  enabled 
to  make  the  o-rant.  because  previou>lv  Earl  ]\ladach  was 
the  proprietor,  both  long  before  and  after  Dnnkeld  had 
been  made  a  bishop's  see  by  David  the  First.  xVnd  this 
portion  of  the  coniitatus,  tliough  called  sometimes  the 
bIshoj>rIc  or  baronv  of  Diuikcld,  undoubtedly  is  ]'>art  of 
the  ancient  earldom  ;  and,  as  mentioned  in  the  last 
statistical  account  (Perthshire  volume,  page  970).  it  was 
only  at  the  comparatively  recent  period  of  the  reign  of 
King  James  Second,  that  Bishop  Lawder  got  these  lands 
erected  into  the  barony  of  Dunkeld.  by  charter  dated 
1471,  Book  vil.,  No.  217  of  the  Great  Seal

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POSSESSIONS  OF  THE  BE  ATIIOLIA  FA.MILY. 


The  extent  of  the  possessions  of  the  family  of  De  AthoHa 
was  verv  o-reat  ;  and  in  wiitinn;  of  thcni,  or  exhibit! nc^ 
them  on  a  ma[t,  the  autlior  would  ask  that  a  hasty  con- 
clusion should  not  he  made,  that  what  i-  thus  repre- 
sented was  never  the  property  of  that  family,  or  their 
descendants  the  Eohertsons,  merely  because  the  parties 
who  thus  judge  had  never  heard  or  knew  such  was  the 
case.  It  is  to  be  remembered,  that  the  first  ancestor  of 
the  family,  Andrew  de  Atholia,  must  have  lived,  and 
been  a  piroprietor  within  the  earldom,  ahnost  GOO  years 
ago,  Xotices  of  what  there  is  recorded  of  the  properties, 
and  can  be  traced  for  four  aencrations,  will  be  given. 
As  an  illustration  of  the  reasonableness  of  not  hastily 
denying  what  is  represented  in  the  map  until  the  evi- 
dence oifered  is  considered,  it  may  be  asked  of  any  one,  at 
all  acquainted  with  the.district  of  the  earldom  of  Atlioil,  it 
they  know  to  v.hom  the  estates  of  Garth — Bonskeiil.  and 
Fincastle,  and  Shierglass — belonged.'*  Without  hesita- 
tion they  would  sav,  that  Garth  belonge<l  to  the  old  tamdy 
of  Stevv-art  of  Garth,  and  the  others  alr.o  to  Stewarts. 
younger  sons  of  that  fnmliv;  but  if  the  same  persons 
were  asked,  from  whom  did  the  Stewarts  derive  these 
estates  ?  they  would  be  (piiie  at  a  loss  to  tell ;  ln<lee'l,  ibe 
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former  owners  of  land,  after  one  or  two  centuries  elapse, 
become  almost  (juite  unknown  vrlien  a  different  family 
are  the  occupiers. 

Of  tlie  pro]>erty  lield  by  Andrew  de  AthoUa,  no 
positive  evidence  cxi-^ts  bcvond  wLat  is  knovrn  as  in  pos- 
session of  bis  son,  Duncan  de  Atlmlia,  and  ciTandson, 
Robert  de  Atbolia.  It  most  probably  consisted  of  tbc 
two  parishes  of  Strowan  and  Lude,  also  Strathtummei, 
but  not  Glent-rochy,  or  lands  of  Murelao'gan,  as  it  is  pre- 
sumed these  large  properties  (and  whicli  so  lon^r  were 
in  possession  of  the  Eobertson^,  and  still  are  held,  in 
part,  by  one  old  family  of  tlic  name')  were  aenuired  bv 
Andrew  de  Atholiaon  marrini^e  with  the  liciress  of  Ewen 
de  Glenerochy,  son  of  Cummingus,  or  ConiriLi'us  de  Glen- 
erochy  (designed  son  of  Henry  Earl  of  Atholl),  who  both 
appear  in  tlie  Chartulary  of  Cupar,  from  Conan  having 
made  a  grant  to  that  abbey  of  the  use  of  his  woods  in 
Glenerochy,  and  also  of  TuUoch,-  whieli  charter  was  con- 
firmed by  his  son  Ewen.  The  writer  considers  tliat  the 
TuUoch  liere  named  must  have  been  that  which  belonged 
to  the  Stewarts  of  Tulloch,  and  lies  direetlv  opposite 
Blair,  as  in  the  Perthshire  Ectours  it  is  stated  to  be  in  the 
lordship  cf  Cupar.'  Tliis  thereby  becomes  a  proof  of 
the  situation  of  that  part  of  the  De  Atholia  family 
property.

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Duncan  de  Afltolia  Avas  the  son  of  tlic  before-men- 
tioned Andrew.  He  Lad  very  extensive  estates  ;  for,  be- 
sides those  that  he  derived  from  his  father  (who  could  not 
have  had  the  title  of  I)e  AtJioUa  unless  he  had  been  a 
large  proprietor  in  the  earldom),  he  obtained  great  ad- 
ditions to  them.  From  Duncan  Earl  of  Fife  he  got  a 
charter  for  the  whole  lands  of  Disher  and  Toyer — that 
is,  both  sides  of  Loch  Tav — except  vdiat  has  been  alreadv 
mentioned  as  granted  to  3>[enzies  of  Ween],  and  con- 
iirmed  in  1043  ;  which,  no  doubt,  is  the  same  date  as  the 
charter  mentioning  the  grant  to  Duncan  de  Atholia, 
which  is  among  those  of  David  Second,  in  Ilobcrtson's 
Index,  page  b2,  Xo.  47,  as  follows: — •'•'  Charter  given  by 
Duncan  Earl  of  Fyfe  to  Duncan,  son  to  Andrew  Earl 
of  Athole,  of  tlie  lands  of  Dlschener  and  Twehencr,  in 
the  barony  of  btrathurde." 

These  lands  are  distinctly  marked  and  coloured  in 
the  map  ;  and  tlie  property  there  belonging  to  the  family 
of  A\  eem  will  be  at  once  seen,  not  beino-  coloured. 
Duncan  also  got  a  charter  for  the  lands  of  Apnadull, 
from  John,  Bishop  of  Dunkeld  (which  is  still  preserved) — 
"  Noh'di  vivo  Buncaao^jiUo  Andrce  de  Atliolia  et  ]ieredihii< 
suis  innscidis  tcrrarum  de  Adulia/' — that  is,  "  to  a  noble- 
man, Duncan,  the  son  of  Andrew  de  Atholia,  and  Id.-i  h.lrs 
male,  the  lands  of  Apnadidl."  The  charter  is  dated 
Daccinber  135.3,  Mill,  who  gives  the  history  of  the 
Bishops  of  DunkeM.  makes  no  mention  of  this  ./v/^z,  but 
onuts  him  altogether  ;  and  he  being  considered  a  u'ood  au- 
thority, some  ditiiculty  was  formerly  found  to  admit  tliis 
Bislio[>,  or  the  date  of  the  charter.  The  authenticity  of 
it,  liowever,  lia>  lieen  fstabHslied.    JoJin,  Bishop  of  Dun- 
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keld,  and  AVilliam,  Bislio}*  ot"  GiasL>-ow,  were  pres^ent  at 
the  Parlianiciit  Iiekl  af  I'trlh,^  ITth  Jonuonj  loOG,  re- 
specting tlic  ransom  of  Daviil  the  2(1 ;  and  these  two 
bishops  a])pcar  in  the  name  of  the  vrhole  clergy  of  Scot- 
land. The  document  is  at  page  1-35  of  the  Appendix, 
1st  volume.  Scotch  Acts  of  Parliament.  These  lands  of 
ApnaduU-  lie  on  the  opjiosito  side  of  the  Tayto  Bolfracks 
(as  in  tiie  man),  and  whicli  last  property  will  also  Itc 
proved  to  have  belonged  to  tlie  De  Atholia  family.  It 
is  to  be  noticed,  tliat  the  destination  by  the  Bishop  of 
Dunkeld,  in  his  charter  to  Duncan  de  Atholia,  is  to 
'""  heredibiis  suis  mascuUs.'"  This  no  doidjt  arose  from  tne 
fact,  that,  at  tl:e  time,  Eol  err,  his  eldest  son,  had  no  male 
issue,  his  onlv  child  being  a  daughter;  and  Duncan  desired, 
therefore,  that  the  property  should  come  to  his  sons  by 
his  second  marriage.'  This  Duncan  de  Atholia  obtained 
another  o-rcat  addition  to  his  estates  bv  his  first  wife. 
who,  according  to  tradition,  was  a  daughter  of  ^Malcolm 
Earl  of  Lennox.  Bv  this  marriage  he  acquired  very  ex- 
tensive estates  in  Rannoch  and  Furtingal.  The  tradition 
of  the  Earl  of  Lennox  being  proprietor  of  these  is  sup- 
ported, if  not  confirmed,  by  the  fact,  that  these  Earls  had

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other  propertv  in  the  itnmediate  iieitjhhoiirhood.  The 
western  part  of  the  present  parisli  of  Kilhu  belono-ed  to 
them  ;  thcv  also  had  riohts  and  property  at  Loch  Tay. 
This  is  proved  by  the  parish  of  Ardonaig,  or  Ardonich, 
being  divided,  when  the  partition  of  the  Lennox  took 
place,  between  the  Ilaldancs  of  Gleneagles  and  Xapier  of 
Merchiston;  the  faniilv  of  Gleneagles,  being  the  eldest 
heirs  portioners,  2,'ot.  Ifosides  tlie  half  of  the  ])arish,  the 
patronage  of  the  church  of  Ardonaig,  which  was  united 
to  Killin  in  IGlT.  This  last  fact,  as  well  as  the  notice 
of  the  above  partition,  will  be  found  in  the  Statistical 
Accounts  of  ^>cotch  parishes,  printed  by  the  ^Maitland 
Club,  page  180,  and  which  were  made  out  so  long  since 
as  1G27-  James  ILddane  of  Gleneagles  subsecpicntly 
sold  the  above  propertv  to  Jauies  Cam]»bell  of  Lav/ers, 
and  also  the  rii>ht  of  tishinLis  in  Loch  Tav.  See  the 
Privy  Seal  llecord,  year  1012,  folio  -12;  and,  in  further 
proof;  in  a  retour  dated  forty-one  years  afterwards,  Sir 
James  Campbell  of  Lawers  is  served  heir  to  his  father, 
Sir  Mungo  Campbell,  in  the  half  lands  o{  Anlona'ui,  or 
ArJonan,  and  tlic  huk  patroiiatie,  and  half  lands  of  Lawers, 
"within  the  lordship  of  Disheor,  lihoon  Loch  Tay.'^^ 
The  fore2:oino:  evidence,  therefore,  confirms  the  tra-

dition  of  the  Earls  of  Lennox  having  held  large  estates 
in  Kannoch,  and  other  Highlands  of  Perthshire.  By 
his  first  marriaL!"'3  IJuiican  ]ia<l  an  only  son,  Robert,' 
of  whom  we  shall  shortiv  speak,  and  of  all  his  properties. 
The  second  marriage  of  Duncan  de  Atholia,   by  tlie  ac-

be  proved,  held  very  large  estates  in  the  earldom  of 
Atholl.  He  appears  twice  in  the  Chamberlain  liolls  of 
Scotland  ;  first,  dated  13-38,  thus  : — ''-  Et  nihil  hie  de

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there  is  notliiiig  hero  said  of  tlie  fees  of  the  Court  of  the 
Sheriffdom,  for  the  time  of  the  account  that  htas  elapsed, 
except  those  as  to  which  there  arose  a  deforcement  made 
bv  Ixohert,  the  son  of  Duncan,  the  son  of  Andrew  de 
Athol/a,  upon  which  tlie  King  is  to  be  consuUed." — See 
Chamberlain  Accounts,  vol.  i.,  ]iage  303,  quart o  edition. 
Here  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  three  generations  of  the 
de  ^ithoh'a  familv  are  proved  by  this  public  document. 
The  descent  of  Andrew^  has  not  vet  been  decided] v 
ascertained.  The  author  furnished  an  account  of  the 
liobertsons  of  Lude  to  Burke,  for  his  History  of  the 
Landed  Gentrv,  which  contained  eomc  strong  presimip- 
tive  evidence  of  tliat  descent.  This  has  since  been 
taken,  without  acknowledgment,  by  other  families  as 
the  oriii"in  of  Andrew.  The  next  notice  in  these  Eolls  of 
Eobert  de  Atholia,  proves  a  large  portion  of  his  lands  ; 
in  particular,  his  two  baronies  of  Balna<juard  and  J3al- 
navert,  in  Strath  Tay.  Both  these,  with  many  other 
lands,  will  be  proved,  from  a  Crown  charter,  to  have  come 
to  his  grandson  Robert,  hij  inheritance,  as  is  stated  in  it. 
It  is  right  to  mention,  as  to  this  deforcement  by 
Eobert,  and  upon  which  the  King,  it  is  stated,  is  to 
be  consulted,  as  well  as  the  next  one  to  be  immediately 
o'iven,  that  thev  no  doubt  arose  from  the  lands  of  Eobert 
being  taxed  for  the  same  amount  as  what  his  father  paid, 
who  was  then  doL.d,  and  which  Eobert  could  not  justlv 
be  asked  to  pav,  as  his  brothers,   Patrick  and  Thomas

The  foregoing  proves  the  possession  bv  Eobert.  son 
of  Duncan  de  Atholia,  of  the  two  baronies  of  Balnaguard 
and  Balnavert,  which  arc  both  mentioned  in  the  Crown 
charter  of  erection  for  the  barony  of  Strowan,  to  Eobert's 
grandson,  in  11.31,'  The  whole  other  lands  here  named 
were  (except  Balmachrochle  in  Strathardle),  where  the 
property  of  Eobert  was  situated.  The  exception  men- 
tioned appears  to  liave  been  tlie  possession  of  the  an- 
cestor of  the  Fergussons-  in  Atholl. , 

These  two  Strath  Tav  baronies  will  be   found  deli-

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iieated  oj>po^ite  to  Loglcralt — tlieir  eastern  boundary 
close  to  Kinnaird.  The  western  half  of  the  barony  of 
Bahiaguard  was  acijnired  by  a  Sir  WilHam  Stewart  of 
Strathbran,  vrho  afterwards  became  of  Grandtully  ;  and 
then  It  was  incorporated  into  that  estate  and  parish  of 
Dull,  and  has  formed  tiic  eastern  part  of  it  since  1C14. 
Sir  WilHam  i^ot  a  Crown  charter  for  this  part  of  Balna- 
o-uard  l)aronv.  of  that  vlatc. — See  Kecord  of  tlie  Great 
Seal,  Book  47,  No.  22-3. 

Proof  v.-iil  now  be  oiven  of  other  lands  Mdiich  be- 
loncred  to  llobert  de  Athoha.  He  married  the  dauohter 
and  co-heirtjss  of  Sir  John  de  Strivling  (that  is  Stirling), 
of  Glenesk.  This  will  be  found  mentioned  in  Xesbit, 
among  the  notices  of  the  Ivagnian  s  Koll  by  Crawfurd, 
wdiere  the  name  of  the  knight  of  Glenesk  apjioars.^  But 
there  is  also  a  charter  named  in  Bobertson's  Index 
that  proves  the  fact.  Before  quoting  It,  however,  it  be- 
comes necessarv  to  say,  that  by  this  marriage  Kobcrt 
had  issue  an  oidy  child,  Jean  or  Janet  de  Atholia,  who, 
besides  being  through  her  mother  a  co-heir  to  the 
Glenesk  property,  was  likewise  sole  heiress  to  the 
whole  large  possessions  of  her  father  Eobert.  He 
gave  her,  on  her  marriage  with  ]\lenzles  of  Fothergill,  a 
very  extensive  estate,  as  will  be  proved  hereafter.  The 
charter  alluded  to  is  noticed  as  follows,  among  those  of 
King    David    Second : — "'  Charter    by    Bobert,    son    ot

Duncan  Earl  of  Atholl,  to  Alexander  Mt-nzies  of  Fotlier- 
oill,  uiton  the  niarriaoe  of  Jean,  dauirliter  to  tlie  said 
Kobert,  one  of  inc.  JuArs  of  Glenesk." — Robertson's  Index, 
page  51,  No.  -iO.  The  above  Jean  (or  Janet,  as  called 
in'  the  Latin  charters),  it  T^ill  be  observed,  could  have 
bad  no  brother :  as  then  she  would  not  have  been  an 
heir  at  all  of  either  father  or  mother,  and  only  a  co- 
heiress, if  anv  sister  existed.  She  was  also  designed 
''  Domina  de  Strathtummel,"  from  the  large  possessions 
she  had  therein.  Her  husband,  ]\Ienzies  of  Fotliergill, 
and  herself,  were  both  alive  in  13d  1,  as  will  be  shown 
hereafter.  Their  marriage  likely  took  [dace  in  137(',  or 
not  long  before  iL  The  notice  of  the  charter  of  Ivobert, 
which  has  just  been  given,  is  only  its  title,  and  does  not 
mention  the  lands  he  had  granted  his  daughter  Janet 
on  her  marriage  ;  but  from  the  great  importance  of  the 
property  conveyed,  it  was  the  interest,  of  course,  of 
Menzies  to  have  his  wife's  charter  confirmed  by  the 
Crown,  which,  as  has  been  shown,  causes  it,  of  course,  to 
appear  among  those  of  King  David  the  Second.  A\  e 
find,  by  a  Crown  charter  dated  in  1370,  that  Janet 
resigned  the  southern  i)art  of  Strathtummel,  also  the 
lands  of  Garth  and  Bolfracks,  in  favour  of  Alexander 
Earl  of  Buchan — very  probably  in  consecjuence  of  the 
betrothal  of  Jean's  child  Janet  to  a  son  of  this  Earl ;  there 
was  a  marriage  at  a  later  period  bctwet-n  these  parties. 

Before  naming  the  lands,  it  is  well  to  have  the  nu!p 
to  refer^  to  them  :  they  are  stated  in  the  charter  in  the

supra' — that  is,  declarini!;  that  the  lands  named  in  the 
charter  were  the  pkopekty  of  Janet  de  ilEYXEKS."'^ — 
See  Printed  Kecord,  Great  Seal,  Xo.  121,  pai^e  11)2. 
This,  tlierefore,  proves  these  were  a  part  of  what  Janet 
had  got  by  charter,  on  her  marriage  with  Jlenzies  of 
Fothergill,  from  her  father,  Robert  do  Atholia.  They  be- 
came afterwards  the  j»roperty  of  the  Stewarts  of  Garth — 
so  designed  from  one  of  tlie  estates  here  mentioned — bv 
the  marriage  of  Janet's  only  child,  also  named  Janet, 
with  Duncan  Stewart,  the  illegitimate  son  of  the  Earl  of 
Buchan.  The  north  part  of  Strathtummel,  not  resigned 
in  the  charter,  namely,  Bonskeid'  and  Fincastle,  likewise 
came  to  Janet's  descendants, — the  families  so  designed 
beino;  yonnn-er  sons  of  the  old  Stewarts  of  Garth  :  and 
no  doubt  it  w^as  through  this  daughter  of  Robert  de 
Atholia  that  they  inherited  these  lands, — indeed,  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  suppose  that  they  did  not  form  the 
remainder  of  her  Strathtummel  property,  it  has  been 
before  mentioned,  that  Janet  and  her  husband,  Menzies 
of  Fot-hergill,  were  alive  in  loSl.  This  fact  is  proved 
from  the  Account,  and  evidence  mentioned  therein,  of 
the  Family  of  Menzies,  in  Xesbifs  2d  volume,  [)age24-l:,

Meyners  de  FothergUJ,  u-hu,  l»/  hi<  icife  Jand,  got  lands 
in  the  shire  of  Aberdeen  in  the  nortb.  (e)  Charter 
penes  Mr  George  Craicfurd,  by  which  Euphemia  domina 
de  Koss  fiba  et  hicres  Vv^illiehni  Comitis  de  Ross,  confirms, 
as  superior,  a  charter  granted  by  Jarict  de  Mei/uer.--. 
domina  de  Fothcrgill,  to  Alexander  de  ]\leyners,  /ler 
husband,  of  the  land-  of  Fcrbelly,  in  the  barony  of  Kene- 
dicard  and  shire  of  Aberdeen,  dated  0th  ]March  13.81." 
It  has  thus  been  proved  by  tliis  marriage  of  Janet,  and 
the  mention  of  the  Strathtummel  lands  as  her  propertij, 
that  thev  previously  must  have  forme<l  part  of  the  pos- 
sessions of  her  father,  Robert  de  Atholia.  lie  married 
a  second  time;  and.  it  has  been  stated,  to  the  co-heiress 
of  Ferdill,  situated  in  the  Stormount,  in  Perthshire.  He 
undoubtedlv  acquired  one  lialf  of  the  lands  of  Ferdill, 
as  there  Is  a  Crown  charter  for  them, — thus  :  •'■'  Carta 
Roberti  fd.  Duncani  de  Atholia,"  etc.,  etc., — in  the 
Printed  Record  of  the  Great  Seal,  page  *28,  and  number 
42,  dated  in  the  vear  13(12. 

Bv   this  -econd  marriage  Robert  had  an  only   son, 
who  succeeded    him,"  namely,   Duncan   dc   Atholia;  he 

'  lu  hLs  MS.  collections,  in  the  Advocates  library,  are  many  full  copies 
of  charters  and  tleeds  of  the  Menzies  family ;  he  nm.<t  have  perii-^i^l  their 
writs  very  carefully. 

-  liubert  de  Athulia  wa.s  alive  in  1392,  and  i-  mentioned  that  year  in  the 
1st  voUuue  of  Scotch  Acts  of  Parliament,  pajre  "217. 
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appears  in  the  Kotnli  Scotire.  volume  ii.,  y>aoe277,  vvlierc 
he  is  (lesin-ned  as  ''  ]>inicnnus  de  AtJiolia  doniiiius  dc 
Jiannoch."  This  desionation  arose,  no  doubt,  from  the 
large  possessions^  he  had  in  the  district,  and  from  his 
residence  bein*^'  at  Bun  Ixannoch.  He  was  a  hostaoe  in 
Eno-land  for  tlie  ransom  of  Kino;  James  the  First,  and  is 
mentioned  in  t]ie  same  way  as  above,  in  the  year  14-3-, 
in  Rymer's  Fn;'dera.  vohune  iv.,  part  4,  pa-jje  ISO.  of  the 
edition  of  1740,  where  he  is  placed  at  the  head  of  the 
list  of  a  great  many  other  hostages.  His  son  Robert 
succeeded  him  very  shortly  afterwards,  as  will  be  here- 
after mentioned.  This  Duncan  de  Atholia,  tlie  Avnter 
thinks,  mu=:t  have  married  his  half  cousin,  a  daughter 
of  Thomas,  the  first  of  Strowan  ;  and  though  this  pro- 
perlv  belongs  to  the  genealogical  part  to  be  drawn  up 
hereafter,  yet,  to  account  for  the  possession  of  the 
lands  of  Strowan  by  Robert,  son  of  Duncan,  in  1451,  it 
here  becomes  necessary  to  make  a  very  few  remarks. 
Such  marriage  by  Duncan  seems  alone  to  explain  it ; 
for,  to  suppose  Thomas,  first  of  Strowan,  made  a  destina- 
tion of  the  estate,  whereby  it  sliould  come  to  his  /loIr' 
(jrand-nepltew,  seems  quite  impossible ;  because  it  could 
not  arise  from  his  being  male  heir,  as  Patrick,  first  of 
Lude,  was  so,  being  full  hmther  of  Thomas.  Any  one 
will  see  this  bv  reading  the  proceedings  of  the  Parlia- 
ment held  at  I'erth  on  the  -J.ith  'March  1-302,  in  the 
1st  vol.,  pane  217  of  the  Acts.  Thomas,  it  is  true,  made 
an  entail  of  the  estate  of  Strowan,  mentioned  in  Robcrt-

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son's  Index/  pacje  141,  when  lie  oot  a  Crown  charter 
for  all  his  lands  ;  but  he  being  the  maker  of  tlic  entail, 
there  can  be  no  reason  to  suppose  that  he  ^voulJ  do  so 
unnatural  a  tliino-.  as  oive  his  laroe  estate  of  Strowan 
away  from  his  own  child  to  the  before-mentioned  rela- 
tive. 

The  entry  in  tlie  Acts  of  Parliament,  already  re- 
ferre<l  to,  clenrly  indicates  also,  that  Thomas  of  Strowan 
was  not  son  of  ilobcrt,  as  formerly  sup-posed,  but  of 
Duncan  de  Atholia ;  and,  therefore,  it  appears  that  the 
only  way  to  account  for  the  estate  of  Strowan  in  1451 
belonging  to  Thomas's  half  rwand-neplunr  Kobert  (when 
at  the  same  time  his  dauo-hter  Matihla  was  alive)  is, 
that  Robert's  mother  was  his  eldest  daughter,  and 
JVIatilda,-  who  got  Strathloch,  was  his  youngest. 


Having  thus  given  notices  and  proofs  of  the  property 
that  belonged  to  the  De  Atholia  inimXx  for  four  rjenera- 
tions,  proofs  will  now  be  o'iven  of  the  lands  beloniT-lno-  to 
their  descendants,  tlie  Robertsons,  within  the  earldom  of 
Atholl,  and  afterwards  there  will  be  shown  tlieir  descent 
from  the  de  Atholia  family,  in  short  accounts  of  the  two 
families  of  Robertson,  of  Strowan  and  of  Ludc.  \Vith 
regard  to  those  other  famihes  of  the  name,  ulio  were

This  farailv  are   the   descendants  of  the   eldest  son  of 
Duncan  de  AthoUa,  the  founder  of  the  Clandonachy ; 
an<l  Ijeina"  thcrel»v  chieF  of  the  I- obertsons.  are  treated 
of  as  the  primary  family.     The  hr^t   of  them  who  Avas 
ever  cahed  •'•'of  >itrov,-an"  was  Robert,  the  son  and  heir 
of   that    Duncan  de    Athoha    designed   "'  Dominus    de 
Rannoch,"  who  has  been    alreadv  nientioned.     Robert 
first  aj>pears  in  1436.  when  lie  a[q>rchended  sonic  of  the 
murderers^  of  King  James  the  First.     In  the  year  IIT)!, 
this  ancestor  of  tlie  familv  got  a  Crown  charter  for  all 
his  verv  extensive  and  numerous  estates,  in  which  Rmo- 
James  the  Second  speaks  in  very  flattering  terms  of  him, 
statin''>-   that  he  o;rants   the  charter  from  the  love  and 
favour  he  bore  to  Robert,  in  having  with  much  zeal  av- 
prehended  the  traitors  concerned  in  his  father's  murder. 
The  charter  names  the  followino-  lands  as  Robert's  \a-o- 
pertv; — namelv,  the  whole  lands  of  Strowan  ;  the  lands  of 
Gleiieroc/ii/ ;  the  lands  of  the  two  Bfihespic's  :  the  lands  of 
Grenich,  with  the  lake,  and  island  of  the  said  lake  ;■'  the 
lands  of  Carrik  ;  the  lands  of  lancrhaddcn  ;  the  one  half 
of   all  liannoch  ;    the  lands  of   F"i:arnan  ;   the  lands   ot 
FaxlaUij  ;  the  lands  o1  Diisart;  tlie  lands  of  h'illi/i'D/r/!/  ; 

1  lie  ;irn.'.~tod  the  Master  of  AthoU.  ami  aLso  Grabam.  another  of  the 
traitor;-!.

A.s  laniL;  of  that  name  are  on  the  west  t\n<\  nortii-west  j-ide  of  it,  ami  al.-^o

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the  lands  of  Didcahen  ;  the  whole  lands  of  Ijalnaguard 
and  Balnavert  ;  the  lands  of  Glcn-ja)  ri/,  wltli  the  free 
forest  of  the  same,  and  all  its  pertnients ;  and  which 
whole  lands,  with  ail  their  pertinents,  are  now  united 
into  one  barony,  nanielv,  the  barouv  of  Strowun. — the 
whole  being  in  the  earldom  of  Atholl  and  sheriffdoni  of 
Perth.  This  important  charter,  dated  14-51,  is  in  the 
Record  of  tlie  Great  Seal,  Book'  iv.,  Xo.  221.  It  is  tirst 
to  be  observed,  that  this  charter  contains  both  the  Strath- 
tay  baronies  whicli  belonged  to  his  grandfather,  Bobert 
de  Atholia,  nanielv,  BaJnaguard  and  Balnavert ;  it  con- 
tains also  the  baronv  of  Feanian,  part  of  the  grant  to 
Duncan  de  Atholia,  from  the  Earl  of  Fife,  of  Disher 
and  Tover,  which  remained  for  many  hundred  years  the 
property  of  the  Robertsons  of  Strowan.  Tiius  it  has  been 
distinctly  traced  and  proved  that  the  possessions  of  the 
family  of  de  Atholia  came  to  this  chief  of  the  Robert- 
sons ;  and  the  charter  states,  Inj  inheritance.  Also,  the 
whole  lands  named  in  the  charter  are  declared  to  be  in 
the  earldom  of  Atholl ;  and  as  they  formed  part  of  the 
following  parishes,  it  follows  that  those  parishes  are  also 
in  the  earldom  of  Atholl — namely,  the  parishes  of 
Strovan,  Moulin,  J-'^ortimjal.  Keniuore,  Little  Dunkeld, 
Doicallij,  and  Lofierait.  The  estate  of  Strowan  next 
came  to  Alexander,  son  of  Robert.  He,  of  course,  was 
Robert's  son:  Vmt  AVilliani,  his  successor,  in  1.505,  was 
the  first  who  trulv  took  the  surname  ;  and  in  the  course 
of  forty  or  tifcv  years  more,  it  became  pretty  general 
with   all   the   clan.     The   above   named  ancestor  of  the

Robert  Eobcrtson,  the  next  ancestor  of  the  family, 
got  a  cliarter  under  the  Great  Seal,  dated  1541,  for  the 
lauds  and  barony  of  Fearnan,  in  Disher, — namely,  the 
lands  of  Strowfearii,  Lagjeanu  and  Kinyjlh/.  Book 
xxviii.,  Xo.  2G0.  In  the  year  1545,  this  Eobert  of

llOBEETSOX  OF  LUDE. 

As  already  mentioned,  this  family  descends  from  Patrick 
do  Atholia,  the  eldest  son  of  Duncan  de  Atholia  bv  his 
marria<i-e  Trith  a  daughter  of  tlie  Lord  of  the  Isles.  He 
got  the  lands  of  Lude  for  his  patrimonv.  com]>reliending 
the  whole  of  the  two  parishes  of  Lade  and  Kihnaveonog, 
the  whole  of  Glenfernat,  and  also  tlie  lands  of  Strath- 
garry,  Patrick  is  mentioned  by  Winton  in  1392,  2d 
volume,  page  G()7,  as  one  of  the  chieftains  and  leaders 
of  the  clan;  he  is  also  mentioned  in  the  1st  volume  of 
the  Acts  of  Parliament,  page  217.  He  was  most  un- 
doubtedly son  of  Duncan  de  Atholia  from  the  way  he 
is  therein  designed  ;  indeed,  he  was  never  called  any- 
thing else,  till  once  very  recently  ;  an<l  this  would  not 
have  been  said,  it  is  thought,  \i  this  additional  evidence 
had  been  known.  Patrick  had  two  sons  :  the  eldest, 
Donald,  his  ht  ir;  and  Alexamier,  From  whom  descended

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the  Ivobert-oiis  of  Strathlocli.  Donald  resiuncd  bis 
lands  of  Liide  into  the  King's  hands  on  the  7th  Feb. 
l^-iT,  but  died  before  he  could  receive  his  infeftnient. 
His  son  John  got  the  charter  under  the  Great  Seal, 
erecting  the  lands  of  Lude  into  a  barony,  proceeding  on 
his  father's  resignation.  The  charter  is  dated  the  31st 
^Nfarch  144S,  Tvhich  is  a  little  less  than  two  months  after 
his  father's  resignation,  as  it  must  be  remembered  the 
vear  in  Scotland  began  on  2-jth  March.  In  all  the  old 
title-deeds,  the  baronv  of  Lude  is  stated  to  be  ''  infra 
tlianaoium  de  Glentilt," — within  the  thancdom  of  Glen- 
tilt  ;  and  proof  that  the  lands  extended  a  long  v/ay  up 
that  glen  at  one  point,  and  almost  to  the  very  head  of 
It  at  another,  will  be  given  In  the  course  of  the  narrative. 
A  reference  to  tlie  map  will  show  the  situation  and  ex- 
tent of  the  lands  to  be  now  enumerated  as  composing  the 
baronv,  thouoh  its  original  extent  was  far  laroer  anciently. 
The  ligure  2  has  been  placed  on  all  the  most  distant 
boundaries,  strictlv  according  to  a  map  drawn  up  after 
a  survey  bv  a  very  eminent  land  surveyor,  and  given 
into  the  Court  of  Session  as  a  juece  of  evidence,  ex- 
hibiting the  extent  and  boundaries  of  the  barony  of 
Lude,  as  it  existed  at  the  comparatively  recent  period  of 
1716  ;  the  date  of  the  map  being  given  in,  as  above  men- 
tioned, was  in  the  year  1S09. 

The  following  an^  the  lands  wdiich  are  contained  in 
the  baronv  ol  Lude  : — The  four  merk  land  of  Lude,  Brae 
of  Lude,  Little  Lude,  and  Kirktown  of  Lude  ;  lands  of 
DaljLiu OSS  and  <\imps'ips ;  two  Ijrdkochs ;  the  wdiole 
lands  of  Khicraiijie,  with  the  mill  and  mill  lands  ;  the 
two    MiAochs  and   Tuldunie ;    the   ei'jht    merk  lands  of 
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Easter  and  ^Vestel•  Monzies,  and  their  pertinents  Shlna/j>'<j 
More  and  Shinciijerj  Beg  ;  the  hinds  of  (Jh  nhch,  and  ail 
its  pertinents  ;  the  lands  o(  Avid  CallocJi  and  Corrynerodi, 
with  woods  and  fishings ;  the  lands  of  Urrard  More  and 
Urrard  Boj ;  the  six  merk  land  of  Cianlcinore  and 
Clumebeg ;  the  twelve  merk  land  of  the  two  Le\:ojjes. 
otherwise  Strathgroy  ;  the  six  merk  lands  of  Kindrochet, 
with  the  mill ;  the  six  merk  land  of  B'dna'jrcw  ;^  tlie 
two  merk  land  of  BcdiiaheUhj  ;  the  two  merk  land  of 
Balarnot,  with  mill  and  pendicles — all  forming  the  two 
parishes  of  Lude  and  Kilmaveonog,  within  the  thanedom 
of  Glentilt  and  earldom  of  Atholl. 

The  above,  it  will  be  observed,  does  not  inchide 
Glenfernat  ;  it  was  given  by  Patrick  de  Atholia,  tirst 
of  Lude,  to  Alexander,  his  youngest  son.  Strath- 
garry  was  given  by  Donald,  who  resigned  the  lands 
of  Lude  in  HIT,  to  his  youngest  son,  Donald.  This 
branch  of  Lude  ended  in  an  heiress,  who  married 
an  illegitimate  son  of  Stewart  of  Invermeath.  About 
the  year  1700  the  property  was  sold  to  another 
familv  named  Stewart.  The  four  merk  lands  of  Pitna- 
cree  were  given  off  upon  the  marriage  of  Donald  of 
Lude's  daughter,  about  14-lG,  to  Flnlay,  Thane  of  Glen- 
tilt. These  lands  are  not  aljove  -jOO  or  GOO  yards  from 
the  house  of  Lude  ;  they  will  be  again  spoken  of.  The 
lands  of  Junrtut  v/erc  annexed  by  a  Crown  charter  in 
1^52,  granted  to  John  of  Lude.  and  his  wife,  ^Margaret 
de  Drunmiond.  in  the  year  L307,  another  ancestor  of 
the  familv,   also  named  Donald,  resigned  the  barony  of

From  this  charter  it  is  to  observed  that  the  barony  was 
to  be  held  of  tJie  Kiwj,  and  according  to  use  and  wont. 

It  becomes  necessary  now  to  give  special  proofs  of 
some  of  the  lands  before  mentioned  being  undoubtedly 
parts  of  the  baronv.  First,  then,  as  to  the  lands  of 
Urrard  More  and  Urrard  Ucg  :  These  are  situated  close 
to  the  Castle  of  Blair  ;  on  the  north-west  and  west  side 
of  it,  they  come  within  500  or  GOO  yards.  They  were 
long  in  possession  of  the  lairds  of  Lude,  who  feued  them 
to  some  of  their  descendants,  as  Is  proved  by  the  follow- 
ing papers  in  tlic  Lude  charter  cliest : —

There  is  also  cluirLcr  evidence  respectinti'  these  lands  : 
namely. — a  charter  dated  1403,  granted  by  Donald  of 
Lude,  for  the  lands  of  Urrard  More  and  Urrard  Beg, 
which,  it  slates,  are  ''jacentes  inbaronia  mra  de  Lude,'^ — 
that  is,  ^' hjii}'i  in  my  harony  of  Lude y  This  charter  is 
in  the  AthoU  charter  chest ;  it  was  seen,  and  a  note 
taken  of  it,  by  the  late  Mr  George  Snivthe,  ^ilethven, 
an  excellent  antiquarian.  The  charter  has  the  granter's 
seal  attached  to  it ;  but  of  this  hereafter,  when  the 
genealogical  history  of  the  Ivobertsons  is  written.  The 
lands  of  Urrard  were  exchano-ed  with  the  Earl  of  AthoU 
for  the  four  merk  lands  of  Pitnacree,  in  the  vear  1538. 
The  Earl  had  acquired  Pitnacree  from  Finlav,  Thane  of 
Glcntilt  (and  son  of  the  before  named  Finlav),  in  15()2  ; 
when  he  got  the  whole  of  their  Glentilt  pro]>crty,  and 
had  a  Crov»-n  charter  for  it  and  the  thanedom.  See 
Record  of  the  Great  Seal,  Book  xiii.,  No.  524.  The 
Stewarts  of  Urrard  took  their  designation  from  these 
lands,  and  which  l)elonged  to  tliem  until  1718.  Their 
first  ancestor,  Alexander  Stewart,  i\PRobert,  ha<l  a  Crown 
charter  tor  them  in  the  year  li>17. — Urrard  charter 
chest.  It  nmst  be  stated  that  t!ie  lands  of  the  barony 
of  Strowan  joined  to  those  of  Urrard  both  on  the  north- 
west and  west. 
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Tlte  next  part  of  tlie  barony  of  Lude  re(|uirin<,^ 
special  mention  and  [a-oof,  is  with  regard  to  tlio 
lands  of  Aulil  (.'alloch,  Litildown,  and  f'ornjneroch, 
with  woods  and  fishings  thereof;  they  lie  on  the  soutli 
side  of  the  water  of  Tilt,  as  all  the  barony  did,,  and  are 
abont  a  mile  above  Bentorkie.  Thev  are  particularlv 
marked  on  the  map.  in  Glentilt.  and  will  be  easily  found. 
Jjentorkie,  or  as  often  called.  Carntorkie,  is  the  north- 
west point  of  Benegloe,  and  was  the  farthest  boundary 
of  the  comraonty  of  the  baronv.  and  that  part  ot  it 
named  Kincraigie  (the  property  of  llobertson  of  Km- 
craigie,  a  younger  son  of  Lude),  and  which  was  last 
centurv  acquired  bv  the  Duke  of  .Vtholl.  The  com- 
montv  was  divided  in  IS  10.  The  followino-,  from  tin.' 
Lude  charter  chest,  is  proof  of  the  lands  of  Auld  Calloch, 
etc.,  forming  a  portion  of  the  barony  of  Lude  : — 

Extract  from  Royal  Letters  nf  (_'ot//iUion,  'hrectcd 
'•'  To  oure  Sheritf  of  Perth.— That  wheras  the  laird 
of  Lude  has  the  landis  and  baronie  of  Lude,  his  prede- 
cessoris  and  tenantis  been  in  continual  possesslone  of  the 
landis  of  ('ornjnach,  Littlatoun  with  the  woodis  tlierof, 
and  Aidd  Calloch,  as  partis  and  jjertinentis  of  saide  landis 
and  baronie  of  Lude  In  times  bygone  past  memorie  of 
man,  till  now,  that  oure  Cousin  Johne  Earl  of  Atlioll,  be 
himself  and  utheris.  In  the  month  of  June  last,  wrong- 
ouslie  ejected  the  salde  laird  and  his  tenantis  under- 
written, viz.  {fi;ilit  in  number),  and  their  gudes  furth  of 
the  saide  landis,  and  as  yet  will  not  desist  without  he  be 
compelled. — Oure  will  is,  therefor,  that  ye  call  baith  the 
said   pairtles  befor   ye,  and  tak  cognition  In  the  saide 
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matter  ;  and  if  it  appears  y''  saide  laird  of  Lndc  and  his 
predecessoris  have  been  in  continual  possessione  of  saide 
landis,  and  that  ourc  saide  Cousin  -wrongoushe  ejected 
saide  pairties,  y*  ye  cause  and  compel  our  saide  Cousin 
to  desist  therefrom,  and  restore  y'  said  lairde  ao-ain  to 
his  possessione  and  keip.  and  defend  him  therein,  as 
partis  and  pendicles  of  his  said  baronie  of  Lude  aye  and 
until  he  be  i^l^tfullle  callit  and  ordonelie  put  therefra/' 

'■At  Edinburgh,  Gtli  July  l^LXj/' 

John  Eobertson,  another  ancestor  of  this  family,  after 
tlie  battle  of  Pinkey,  in  loVl,  married  Beatrix  Gardyn, 
widoTv  ofFindla  More,  predecessor  of  Farcjubarson  of 
Inyercauld,  who  was  killed  there  ;  and  in  15(j4  the  above 
John  Robertson  acquired  a  largo  property,  as  appears  by 
the  following  deed  in  the  Lude  charter  chest : — '"'Dispo- 
sition of  all  and  whole  the  lands,  woods,  salmon  fishin"-s, 
and  forest  of  Inchmwjrenocli ;  the  lands  of  Neirton,  Dal- 
marnok,  and  all  their  pertinents,  by  John  j^J-'Xair,  eldest 
son  of  Sir  Robert  M'Xair.  24th  April  L5G-1."  This 
estate  lies  for  several  miles  on  the  south  side  of  the 
rlyer  Tay,  beginning  at  Inver,  and  proceeding  upwards 
to  Dalguise,  as  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  the  map. 
This  John  Robertson,  and  his  wife,  Beatrix  Gardyn, 
had  a  Crov.n  charter,  dated  18th  December  loOS,  for 
these  lands.  See  the  Record  of  the  Great  Seal,  Book 
xxxii.,No.  547.  Alexander  Robertson,  son  of  the  al>ovc 
John  Robertson  and  Beatrix  Gardyn,  acquired  rise 
lands  of  KUmoiick  by  the  following  *■' Ratiticatioii  bv 
Colin  Campbell  of  Glenlvon  U)  Alexander  Robertson,  of 
a  disposition  of  the  lands  of  Kilinorich,  given  to  him  and 
his  spouse,   Agnes  Gordon,  by  Ins  eldest  son.  Duncan

Campbell.  Duncan  ]Mcnzies  of  Coiiirie,  and  ^lary  Carap- 
bell,  Ills  spou-e  :  wliicli  said  lands  are  in  the  bishoprick 
of  Dunkeld/'  Signed  and  dated  at  Dunkeld,  SOtli 
Nov.  IGO7. — Lude  Charter  Chest. 

The  son  of  the  above  vras  also  Alexander  Eol)ertson 
of  Lude.  He  died  very  suddenly  In  1639  at  Dulcaben, 
leavlnrr  a  son  and  heir,  also  Alexander  Kobertson,  -^dio, 
thouoh  (juite  a  vouth.  joined  the  great  ^.lontrose,  and 
was  with  bini  at  Tippermuir ;  as  in  Napier's  Memoirs, 
the  jMaster  of  ^laddertie  and  others,  in  their  evidence, 
state  they  saw  Alexander  Robertson  of  Lude  ''  in  High- 
land weed.''  This  laird  was  served  heir  to  his  father 
(owing  to  the  state  of  the  times)  by  a  Colonel  Daniel, 
who  was  Cromweirs  Governor  of  Forth.  Dated  IGth  July 
165G.^  He  was,  however,  served  heir  in  the  more  usual 
manner  in  ihe  barony  by  the  following  special  retour  : —

From  thi<  evidence,^  by  gentlemen  who  were  pro- 
prietors in  the  district,  and  by  other  very  old  and  re- 
spectable persons,  it  is  shown  they  could  testify,  from 
their  own  knowledge,  for  periods  of  from  sixty  to  eightv 
years,  that  the  lairds  of  Lude  were  proprietors  of  these 
lands  ;  and,  further,  the  evidence  proves  that  this  right 
of  property  had  never  been  controverted  till  the  date 
named  in  the  depositions  of  the  witnesses,  who  also, 
from  their  forefathers,-  must  have  learned  that  to  Lude 
alone  these  lands  belonged.  Xo  further  attempt  was 
made  on  this  portion  of  the  barony;  but  in  1716  tliese 
and  other  more  valuable  lands  had  to  be  given  up  by 
this  John  Eobertson  of  Lude,  to  save  a  brother's  life

2  Those  %\ho  know  Lude"s  rights  for  the  lon,i;  period  of  seventy  to  eighty 
years,  would  know  for  at  least  the  same  periods  further  lj,uk  from  th:ir 
fathers  and  irrandfatliers. 
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who  Avas  taken  prisoner  for  his  havinix  been  eno;an;e(l 
in  tlie  civil  war  of  that  period.  The  details  of  this  and 
similar  facts  belong,  however,  to  the  historical  part,  to 
be  written  hereafter.  Ho  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son, 
also  John,  who  was  only  a  few  years  in  possession  when 
he  died,  leaving  his  eldest  son,  James  Robertson,  a 
minor.  This  laird  was  sixty-two  years  in  possession  ;  he 
acquired  tlie  Kirkton  of  Strownii,  also  the  lands  of  'J'ol- 
dunie,  from  Robertson  of  Kincraigie.  He  was  succeeded 
by  his  eldest  son.  General  Robertson  of  Lude,  who  died 
in  January  1820.  His  eldest  son  (the  writer  hereof)  is 
the  representative  of  this  family.  The  estate  of  Lmle 
was  sokV  in  1821. 


No.  III. 

ROBERTSON  OF  STRATHLOCH. 

This  family  descend  from  a  vounger  son  of  Lude, 
namely,  from  Alexander,  youngest  son  of  Patrick,  first 
of  Lude  :  and  who  gave  him  the  property  of  Glenfernat, 
which  adjoins  and  descends  from  Glcnloch,  within  the 
•  baron V  of  Lude.  This  Alexander  was  called  "i?«a," 
that  is,  Red;  and  his  representatives  were  always  called 
the  Baron's  Rua,  or  Reid.  This  last  word  is  an  old  Scotch 
one,  to  signify  the  colour  red.  Alexander  marned  his 
Cousin  Matilda,  daughter  of  Thomas   de  Atholia, — the.

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first  on  record  called  "  of  Strowan."  Thomas  had  a 
Crown  charter  for  the  Lands  of  Strd.tlihdi,  Easter  Dovan, 
Tomanturie.  Dekerwand,  and  DaleharnifJi.  The  charter 
is  not  dated,  but  was  between  loOS  and  1405,  as  the 
whole  charters  in  the  roll  are  declared  to  be  between 
the  8th  and  loth  rear  of  the  reign  of  Kin-^-  Robert  the 
Third.  From  the  position  of  Thomas's  charter  in  the 
roll,  it  is  likelv  it  was  dated  In  1402. — ^^See  liobcrtson's 
Index,  page  141,  No.  47.)  These  lands  came  to  ]\Ja- 
tilda,  who  had  a  Crown  cliarter  fur  them,  of  which  the 
followino;  is  an  abstract  : —

Which  purports,  that  the  lands  therein  named 
were,  on  the  resi'j-natlon  of  ^latilda  Duncanson,  n-rantcd 
to  her  in  liferent,  and.  on  her  death,  to  her  son 
John    Alexanderson,  son   of   Alexander   Red,   Patrick- 
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son^  (lier  hiishand),  and  liis  lawful  issue ;  whom  fail- 
ing, to  John's  hrother-gerraan.  Alexander  lled^  and 
his  lawful  issue ;  whom  failing,  to  her  own  nearest 
and  lawful  heirs  whatsoever.  And  this  charter  shows, 
that  Matilda  was  absolute  proprietrix,  and  could  dis- 
pose of  her  lands  as  she  chose,,  unfettered  by  any 
entail.  The  lands  named  are  Carroth,  Dalcliarmj,  and 
Thomcvrry.  with  their  pertinents,  lying-  in  the  earldom 
of  Atholl. 

It  will  be  seen  that  i]iQ  lands  of  the  family  then 
held  of  the  Crown.  The  manner  in  whicli  tlie  supe- 
riority came  to  John  Stewart,  Earl  of  Atholl.  is  men- 
tioned in  a  ?JS.  belongini;-  to  ^NTajor  Eobertson  of  Crav, 
which  contains  a  most  full  and  detailed  liistorv  of  this 
family,  and  extracts  will  be  given  from  it  at  the  proper 
time.  There  is  a  considerable  number  of  the  old  infeft- 
ments,  etc.,  of  this  family  in  the  College  Library,  Edin- 
burgh, proving  the  lands  which  belonged  to  them. 
They  had,  besides  Glenfernat,  the  lands  of  Easter  and 
Wester  Strathloch.  which  were  in  the  two  parishes  of 
Moulin  and  Kirkmichael.  On  referring  to  the  valued 
rents  of  these  properties,  at  preceding  pages  34  and  37, 
in  the  parish  lists  of  1G40,  it  will  be  seen,  they  amount 
together  to  the  sum  of  almost  L.  GOO.  Thcv  included 
the  following,  namely :  the  lands  of  Dalchanu/  (or  Dal- 
carnieli),  Ijid/irrr/oins,  TomiianC'iiK  Balmlrine,  CarrocJi. 
Dirnancan.  \\'ester  nnd  ]\Iiddle  Ini\-rcro-^hie  with  the 
mill,    AiK'hencnpeh    Whitffield,     and    Dolnf'jfaini  ;    also

This  familv  continued  in  the  direct  male  line  till  the 
death  of  the  son  of  tlie  last  Baron  Reid,  Avho  died  in 
ISOG,  a  full  General  in  the  Army,  and  Colonel  of  the 
8Sth  Rcfjiment.  The  estates  had  been  sold  twenty 
years  previously.  ]\r-iior  Robertson  of  Crav  is  under- 
stood to  be  the  representative  of  the  family. 


No.  lY. 
ROBERTSON  OF  FASKALLY. 

This  is  an  old  cadet  of  Strowan,  deriving  from  the 
first  of  that  family,  named  Alexander,  and  by  his  second 
marriage  with  Lady  Elizabeth  Stewart,  daughter  of  John 
Earl  of  Atlioll.  Her  Christian  name  is  not  o-iven  in  the 
peerage ;  but  it  is  distinctly  given  in  the  charter  of  the 
Great  Seal.  A  very  curious  relationship  arose  by  this 
second  marriage  of  the  laird  of  Strowan,  as  his  son  had  pre- 
viously  married  another  daua,hter  of  the  Earl  of  Athol!, 
and  sister  of  his  father's  wife.  By  the  record  of  the 
Great  Seal,  it  a}>pearsthat  Strowan^  and  Lady  Elizabeth

George  Kojjertson  was  the  eldest  son  of 
this  last  Alexander,  and  lie.  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth 
Lnndie,  had  a  charter  for  part  of  the  barony  in  Jiis 
father's  hfetiine,  dated  IGll,  Book  xhd,,  Xo.  200.  He 
died  NTiLhoiit  male  issue  before  his  father,  and  his  next 
brother,  Duncan  Ilobertson,  was  served  heir  to  him  bv 
the  foUowinLT,  among  the  Perthshire  Eetours,  dated  in 
the  vear  101-3  : —

This  Duncan  succeeded,  and  was  served  heir  in  the 
whole  remainder  of  the  barony  in  16-1.  His  son  was 
Robert.  There  are  many  old  papers  of  this  laird  in  the 
Urrard  Charter  Chest ;  having  had  great  disputes  with 
Robert  Stewart  of  C)rcliill  More,  an  ancestor  of  the  Urrard 
familv.  Robert  Robertson  of  Faskallv  is  proved  bv  the 
valuation  of  1010  to  have  been  proprietor  of  the  lands 
of  Blair,  in  the  parish  of  Blair  Atholl  (which  see  at  page 
33),  and  vrhicli  is  shown  in  the  map  by  the  figure  4,  as 
this  whole  barony  is.  Robert  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 
Alexander  Robertson,  in  the  whole  lands  of  the  baronv 
of  Faskallv,  as  proved  by  the  following  retour : —

was  also  proprietor  of  the  lands  of  Blair,  as  proved  bv 
the  valuation  of  1080. 

This  laird  of  Faskally  married  the  daughter  of 
Alexander  Robertson  of  Lude,  and  had  by  her  his  son 
and  heir,  George  Robertson,  the  last  of  the  direct  niale 
line  ot  Faskally.  lie  was  engaged  in  the  civil  war  of 
17-15,  but  was  not  forfeited.  He  removed  the  mansion- 
j  house  froru  Fa.>kally  to  Dysert.    The  estates  were  sold, 

in  or  soon  before  1770,  to  the  Duke  of  xVtholl  and  H. 
Butter,^  Esq.  of  Pitlochry,  whose  family  had  been  for  a 
considerable  time  proprietors  there. 


No.  XII. 
ROBERTSOX  OF  TEXAXDRY. 

The  oldest  cadet  of  Faskally,  therefore,  though  not 
in  the  regular  rotation,  is  here  named.  The  first  ap- 
pears to  have  been  an  Alexander  Robertson,  who  got 
that  part  of  the  Faskally  estate  that  lies  on  the  soutli 
side  of  the  Garry,  directly  opposite  the  lands  of  the 
Orchills,  Renrory,  and  Old  Faskally.  The  estate  of 
Tenandry  included  Easter  and  AV^ester  BaJrohtj,  Ard- 
tulhichan,  Fanvuik,  etc.,  and  goes  about  two  miles  along 
the  river  Garry.  The  Robertsons  of  Tenandry  had 
another  estate  in  the  pari.-h  of  Logicrait  even  more 
valuable   than   Tenandry,   as   shown   by   the    rentals  of

Xo.  V. 

ROBERTSOX  OF  KILLIEIIAXGY. 

This  family  appear  to  come  of  xVndrcw,  son  of  the 
Alexander  Robertson  of  Strowan  who  died  1 505. 
Andrcvv^  is  stated,  in  Douo;las"  Baronas:{e.  nao-e  407.  as 
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immediate  younger  brother  of  Alexander's  suecessur, 
whereby  they  are  older  cadets  of  Strowan  tliau  Faskally. 
The  above  Andrew  is  mentioned  among  the  Ballecliin 
writSj  in  a  Precept  of  iSeisin  granted  by  Sir  John  Stewart 
of  Stuiks,  dated  so  far  back  as  otli  August  1505.  This 
family  appear  to  have  been  predecessors  to  several  others 
of  the  name.  Their  property  of  Killiehangy,  in  Logierait^ 
parish,  extended,  on  the  south  side  of  the  TummeL  from 
Easter  Dunfallandy  to  the  boat  or  ferry  of  'J'ummel.  They 
also  were  proprietors  of  another  estate  in  the  parish  of 
Moulin/-  namely,  the  lands  of  Drumhabber  and  Pittarach. 
Their  properties  at  first,  no  doubt,  held  of  the  Crov/n  ; 
but,  towards  the  end  of  the  16th  century,  the  superiority 
appears  to  have  been  acquired  by  the  then  Earl  of  Atholl. 
This  is  known  bv  two  charters  of  John  Earl  of  Atholl, 
granted  (as  superior)  to  James  Robertson  of  Killiehangy, 
for  the  lands  of  Drumhabber  and  mill,  dated  1580  and 
1585  ;  which  charters  are  in  the  Urrard  Charter  Chest — 
the  Stewarts  of  Urrard  havingacquired  the  lands  of  Drum- 
habber from  Pobertson  of  Killiehan;j;y  during  last  cen- 
tury.

Tills  is  stated  as  tlio  oldest  lirancli  of  Strowan  in  tlie 
earldom  of  AtlioU.  Their  property  was  tlie  barony  of 
Dulcaben.  It  is  on  the  north  side  of  the  Tummel, 
alono-  -which  it  o-ocs  about  a  mile,  and  extends  several 
miles  towards  the  north. 

In  1.56-3,  Patrick  Robertson  of  Dulcaben  received  a 
remission  for  the  murder  of  the  late  Alexander  Red. 
Campbell  of  Ardkinlass  was  Patrick's  siu'ety. — See 
Criminal  Trials,  vol.  i,,  page  4-31.  The  Robertsons  of 
Dulcaben  held  their  baronv  of  the  Crov.n.  In  the  year 
1.399,  Duncan  Robertson  had  a  charter  under  the  Great 
Seal  for  Dulcaben,  and  also  the  lands  oFLawton.  At  page 
SG,  in  parish  of  Dowallv,  Patrick  Robertson  is  proved 
proprietor  of  Dulcaben.  In  1G77,  Alexander  Robertson, 
apparently  his  son,  was  created  a  baronet.  The  family 
went  to  Hollan<l,  and  took  the  name  of  Colyear,  as  ap- 
pears by  the  following  retour,  vet  still  retaining  that  of 
Robertson  : —

of  this  familv,  sec  Burke's  Landed  Gentrv.  letter  Pi.  They 
appear  to  have  bad  an  extensive  estate ;  and  after  they 
had  disposed  of  the  greatest  part  to  the  Earl  of  Atlioll, 
they  still  retained  the  designation.  Thev,  like  so  many 
more  of  the  clan,  unfortunatelv  took  part  in  the  civil  v.ar 
of  1715.  ^' Eobertson  of  Guav"'  is  named  as  a  prisoner 
that  year,  and  was  confined  in  Xewgate  in  ITIG.  They 
then  lost  their  estate  that  had  remained  to  them.  Xow^ 
represented  by  Captain  Kobertson,  a  post-captain  of  the 
Xavv.

ROBERTSOX  OF  AUCHLEEKS. 

This  family  is  named  in  Douglas'  Baronauc  as  being 
from  the  son  of  James,  the  son  of  Strowan,  T\'ho  died 
1505.  Thev  ha\  e  undoubtedly  been  long  proprietors  of 
Auchleeks.  As  before  alluded  to,  they  I'old  a  portion  of 
the  Glenerocliy  estate,  which  can  be  traced  back  to  a 
longer  period  than  anv  other  part  of  the  possessions  of  the 
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Eobertsons.  Charles,  one  of  the  ancestors  of  this  family, 
married  Beatrix  Ivobert;-on,  of  the  family  of  Lnde.  This 
laird  of  Anchloeks  was  called  ^Wharlich  nan  Jead,''' — 
that  is,  ''  Charles  of  the  Strings," — from  his  great  skill 
as  a  harper.  It  is  proved,  at  page  02,  that  Duncan  Eu- 
bertson,  along  with  his  mother,  was  proprietor  of  Auch- 
leeks,  etc.,  and  of  another  estate  in  parish  of  ^ronlin. 
In  IGGl,  Duncan  Uobertsou  of  .Vuchlerks  Avas  a  Com- 
missioner of  Supplv  for  the  county  of  Perth. — See  14  Act 
of  Charles  the  Second,  year  IGGl.  The  family  is  now 
represented  by  Robert  liobertson,  Esq.  of  Auchleeks.

ROBERTSOX  OF  CALVIXE. 

Stated  to  descend  from  James  Robertson,  son  of  the 
first  of  Strowan  named  Alexander,  who  died  150.5.'  As 
the  lands  of  Calvine  were  a  part  of  the  estate  of  Faskally, 
their  coming  into  the  possession  of  another  family  can 
only  be  understood  by  their  first  ancestor,  James,  having 
acquired  Calvine  from  Robertson  of  Faskally.  The  de- 
scendants of  this  family  are  called  3I'James  ;  and,  in  a 
similar  way,  the  neighbouring  proprietors,  the  Robert- 
sons of  Pittagowan^  were  called  ^I'AV^iUiam.  There  is  a 
special  retour  (So.  08),  dated  1G<U,  of  Perthshire  Ee- 
tuurs,  of  ''Alexander  Robertsuun  hfpves  Duncanl  Ivobert- 
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soun  alias  Jacobi  M'C'alvyn  patris  in  tcrris  de  Leik/'  infra 
dominium  de  Atlioll."  Thus  tlic  Duncan  llobertson 
here  named  is  also  called  James,  son  of  Calvine.  In  the 
Chronicle  of  Fortingal  there  is  a  still  older  notice  of  one 
who  appears  likewise  to  have  been  an  ancestor  of  this 
family,  in  these  v/ords : — "  Obiit  Alexander  M' James 
■  alias  Rohertson  apud  Calcine,  prope  Strowan  in  Autholin, 
et  tumul-itus  in  Ecciesia  do  Strowan,  19'  die  Januarii 
Anno  J^omini  1555.  Litera  Dominicalis  e.  et  d.  Orate 
pro  anima-  ejus."  This  last  extract  {troves  that  Alexander 
M^James,  alias  liohertson,  died  at  Calvine,  near  Strowan, 
in  Atholl,  and  was  buried  in  the  church  of  Strowan,  date 
as  above.  The  family  appear  to  have  continued  pro- 
prietors for  long.  In  1649,  Calvine  belonged  to  Duncan 
Eobertson.  He  Avas  retoured  to  his  grandfather  Duncan 
in  1627.^  In  1687,  Donald  llobertson  of  Calvine  was  a 
witness  that  the  shealincr  of  Eienaoic  beloni-'cd  to  John 
Robertson  of  Lude,  and  that  it  was  a  part  of  Glenloch, 
within  the  barony  of  Lude.

Kincraio'ie,  comprisinGi;  lands  in  Glentilt  and  Glcnfender,^ 
This  Donald  was  the  immediate  younger  brother  of 
Alexander  Robertson  of  Lude^,  who  died  in  1639.  He. 
with  John  Robertson  of  Inver  (another  brother),  o-reatlv 
assisted  ]\[ontrose  in  brina-ino;  the  AthoU  men  to  the 
royal  standard  in  1 64  1.  At  page  -33,  and  No.  1 1,  Donald 
Robertson  is  proved  proprietor  of  Kincraigie  ''and  others''^ 
in  1619.  He  was  s\icceeded  by  his  son  of  the  same  name  ; 
which  Donald  Robertson  of  Kincraigie,  and  his  wife,  had 
a  Crown  charter  in  1670  for  lands  of  Muloch  More  and 
others. — See  Record  of  Great  Seal,  Book  lix.,  J^o.  262. 
Alexander  was  the  next  successor,  and  father  of  John, 
whose  son  sold  Kincraigie  to  the  Duke  of  Atholl,  and  the 
lands  of  Toldunie  to  James  Robertson  of  Lude.  The 
grandson  of  the  last  proprietor  of  the  family  was  Colonel 
Robertson,  21st  Roval  Scotch  Fusiliers.  Represented 
by  James  Robertson,  Esq.,  Chamberlain  to  the  Duke  of 
Argyle.

This  fcmilv  descend  from  Lude.  Tlieir  ancestor  was 
John  Robertson,  who,  on  his  father's  death  in  1615,  got 
the  lands  of  Inver'  (oppo-^ite  Dunkcld),  and  which  was 
the  family  do>iu'nation  for  several  generations.  This 
John  Robertson  of  Inver  was  a  lirni  snpporter  of  the 
Royal  cause  under  the  great  ^Marcjnis  of  3-fontrose,  and 
very  numerous  letters  to  him  from  the  jlarquis  have 
been  printed  in  Xapier's  Memoirs.  At  page  oo,  this 
John  Robert>on  is  proved  proprietor  of  Inver  in  lG-19. 
The  then  vearlv  valued  rent  of  it  is  stated  at  L.2.3S.  In 
1605,  Donald  Robertson  of  Inver  got  a  Crown  charter 
for  the  lands  of  Tulliebelton,  v.-ith  the  mill  and  mill  lands, 
j\[eikle  and  Little  Tulllebelton,  also  the  manor  place,  and 
all  their  pertinents.  In  this  charter  Donald  is  designed 
eldest  son  and  heir  of  John  Robertson  of  Inver.  — See 
the  Record  Great  Seal,  Bock  1x1.,  Xo.  SO.  The  family 
now  took  the  designation  of  Tulliebelton.  Alexander 
Robertson,  the  eldest  son  and  heir  of  the  above  Donald, 
got  a  Crown  charter  to  him>elr',  and  his  wife,  Catherine 
Maxwell,  and  to  their  heirs  male,  whom  failing,  to  the 
nearest  heirs  male  whatever  of  the  said  xUexander.  The 
charter  is  datod  16S-3,  and  is  in  the  Great  Seal,  Booklxix., 
Xo.  lo.  in  17-37,  Jo!m  Robertson  had  a  Crown  charter 
on  his  ov\-n  resignation  for  the  lands  of  Tuliielielton.  In 
17">L  this  John,  and  his   son   iiubcrt   Robertson,    had  a

This  familv  are  a  branch  of  Strowan,  throuQ;h  Cal- 
vine  ;  their  first  ancestor  is  stated  to  be  James.  At 
page  o2,  Xo.  5,  Patrick  Robertson  is  proved  proprietor 
of  Blairfettie  and  Kirktown  of  Strowan  in  1G49,  when 
the  yearly  rent  was  L.120.  His  son  was  Alexander,  who 
was  succeeded  by  another  Alexander,  as  proved  by  the 
followincr  nreneral  retour  : —

The  fiiinilv  of  Kitidrocliit  are  stated  in  Doii-^-las' 
Baronage  to  come  from  Strowan,  throii-jli  Calvine.  The 
lands  of  Kindrochit,  however,  appear  to  have  formed  a 
part  of  the  baron v  of  Faskally,  whereby  this  branch  of 
the  clan  might  likely  descend  from  Faskallv.  At  page 
33,  Angus  Robertson  is  proved  the  proprietor  iri  the 
year  1(J49.  It  would  appear  he  was  succeeded  by  an- 
other Angus,  who  died  in  1000,  when  his  last  will  and 
testament  is  proved,  as  shown  by  the  Abbreviate  of  Wills 
for  the  diocess  of  Dunkeld,  under  that  date.  The  late 
Captain  Duncan  Robertson  of  Ivindrocliit  ap[)ears  to 
have  been  the  last  direct  male  descendant.  The  pro- 
perty will  be  fuund  marked  close  to  Strowan.  As  there 
was  no  bridge  over  the  Garry  at  that  last  place  till 
recently,  the  lauds  of  Kindrochit  must  have  derived  their 
name  from  the  briJge  over  the  Errocliie.  There  are 
lands  of  the  same  name  in  the  barony  of  Lude,  derived 
from  the  bridge  over  the  Tilt,  which  is  the  oldest  bridge 
in  Atlioll.  Camden  calls  it  ''Pons  TilUe ;""  but  of  this, 
arid  such  notices,  wdicn  the  iusturical  account  of  the 
earldom  is  written.

Stated  in  Douo'las'  JJaronao-o  to  descend  from 
Strowan,  t]iroi]2,li  Calvine.

Patrick 
Robertson  of  Trinafom-  engaged  in  the  civil  war  17-i5, 
and  had  command  of  the  party  of  Prince  Charles'  men 
stationed  at  Dalnaeardoch.  The  estate  now  belono-s  to 
Robertson  of  Aiichleeks,

REID  alias  EOBErtTSOX  OF  PITXACEEE,  AND 
EASTERTYRE. 

Tlicse  are  stated  as  descended  from  tlie  Tleids  alias 
Robertsons  of  Stratiilocli,  but  do  not  appear  to  have 
taken  that  last  name  so  soon  as  Stratldocli.  Botli 
families  are  proved  proprietors  in  1649,  at  page  -30.  In 
the  civil  war  of  1715,  Robertson  of  Eastertyre  took,  part ; 
and  the  faiuily  appears  at  that  period  to  have  dropped 
the  name  of  Keid,  as  he  is  called  Robertson  of  Easter- 
tyre when  confined  in  prison  in  1710.  This  John 
Robertson  was  too  old  to  join  Prince  Charles  in  the 
1745,  but  sent  his  son  John  in  his  stead.  See  the 
Atlioll  Corres[)ondence,  printed  by  the  Abbotsford 
Club,  page  IS.  General  Stewart  of  Garth  mentions  in 
his  work  a  John  Robertson  of  Eastertyre  as  a  man  of 
great  strength  of  bodv,  alive  in  the  year  1701.

This  famiK^  descend  from  Lude,  throuo;]i  that  of 
Robertson  of  Strathloch.  Their  tirst  ancestor  was  Alex- 
ander ;  he  was  brother  of  the  laird  of  Strathloch  in 
1567.      Thev  had  a   prcttv  considerable  j)ropertv  in  the

These  lands,  along  with  many 
others  in  Kiikmiehaol  parish,  are  by  the  Acts  of  Parlia- 
ment, Vol.  viii.,  page  10.3,  proved  to  be  in  the  earldom 
of  AtlioU  ;  and  the  retour's  of  the  Strathloch  family 
likevrise  prove  that  parish  part  of  the  earldom.

Tliey  Lad  a  good 
estate  in  tlie  j-ari.-li  of  Kirkmichael,  called  Cultalony  and 
Gleno;ennet  (cliangcd  to  Glenderby  in  recent  times). 
It  became  partly  separated  l)efore  lOiO.  At  page  37, 
Patrick  Robertson  is  pr(jved  [)roprictor ;  and  his  brother 
James  is  also  tliere  proved  for  his  part.  In  IGID,  the 
valued  rent,  for  both  parts,  was  almo>t  L.oOO.  These 
lands  are  all  in  the  parish  of  Kirkmichael,  and  in  the 
earldom  of  At'ioU.  See  Sth  Vol.,  page  103,  of  the 
Scotch  Acts  of  Parliament.

They  were  the  de.-cendants  of  tlie  old  Thanes 
of  Gh?ntik.  and  were  called  ihe  Tosachs  uf  (ileiitilt.,  and 
their  descendants  iNlTntosaclis.  Without  entering  into 
the  disputpil  point,  whether  tlie  above  word,  Tosach, 
meant  thane,  or  eldest  cadet,  it  is  certain  that  this 
family  vrere  the  Thanes  of  Glontilt  before  1502,  v/hcn,  as 
already  stated,  thev  soM  their  Lmds  to  John  Stewart, 
Earl  of  Atholl.  The  family  orio-in  is  of  course  coeyal 
with  the  first  thane  in  Athull,  which  must  haye  been  at 
a  very  remote  period.  Tradition  states,  that  when  tlie 
Cummins  got  a  footing  in  Atholl,  they  commenced,  the 
then  usual  practice,  to  attack  their  neighbours.  They 
attacked  the  MTntosachs  when  at  a  feast,  who  T\ere  all 
murdered,  except  a  vouiig  cliild  in  a  cradle,  named 
Ewen,  who,  in  twelve  or  fifteen  years  afcerwards.  attacked 
the  Cummins  at  a  place  called  Toldaniph,  near  Blair 
Atholl.  He  defeated  them  ;  and  the  Cummins  fled  up 
Glentilt,  and  turned  in  at  the  stream  that  comes  out  of 
Lochloch  ;  but  this  Ewen  (S/zcriijan,  as  he  was  called) 
crossed  a  near  way  through  the  hills  of  I'ene^loe,  bv  a 
stream  called  the  Ci'^JUKihlnn.  and  met  Cummin  at  L^ch- 
nadiolJ,  and  slevv'  him  ;  and  which  last  place  was  so 
named,  and  signifies  that  Cuniinin  had  there  been  driven 
out  of  his  saddle, — that  is.  lie  was  shot. 

The  tradition,  as   thus  stated,   has  every  appearance 
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of  probabilitv  ;  and  to  tliis  tlav,  the  eain>  raised  by  tlie 
M'liitosadi,  wlirre  Cuiimiin  was  killed,  remains.  It  is 
marked  on  the  map.  The  situation  of  it  is  a  little  to 
tJie  north  of  Loeldoch.  The  date  of  the  circumstance  is 
supposed  to  be  in,  or  very  soon  after,  lliOo.  The  son  of 
the  above  Ewen.  Sherioran,  was  Ano-us,  who  is  said  to 
have  got  what  was  called  •'•'  a  boundino;  charter''  for  his 
lands  from  Kino-  Itobert  Bruce.  As  loiiLi'  as  tlie  fainily 
kept  the  lands,  thev  were  thanes  ;  and  it  appears  that 
the  thanedom  went  with  the  lands.  In  a  similar  man- 
ner, the  thane>lom  of  Cranach.  mentioned  at  pages  9  and 
10,  was  held  by  the  proprietor,  wdio  held  what  was  called 
the  King's  ofiice  of  •  Tosachdorersliip,""  or  thanedom. 
As  long:  as  the  farailv  of  ^Menzies  held  the  lands,  tliev  had 
Crown  charters  for  them  and  the  ofjice,  called  as  above. 
When  the  family  of  Glenorchv  got  the  lands,  they  be- 
came therebv  possessors  of  the  oiHce,  as  can  be  proved 
by  their  retours.  This  ofiice  is  mentioned  in  Eobertson's 
Index,  at  prige  l-iG,  No.  44,  and  is  called  "  Tothia 
daroche."  But  of  these  and  other  very  curious  antifjuarian 
points,  w  hen  the  history  of  the  earldom  is  written. 

The  author  hopes  hereafter  to  write  as  follows,  as 
soon  as  the  proofs  are  put  too-ether.
